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The Word of God says, “He was 
wounded for our transgressions, he 
was bruised for our iniquities; the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him, and with his stripes we are 
healed” (Isa. 53:5). And now because 
our sins were laid upon Him, because 
He paid the penalty due for those sins, 
He takes away the sin of the world.

The Saviour knew all that I was 
guilty of, even though He died long 
before I came into the world. He 
knew all I would ever be guilty of, 
and He took all my sins and bore them 
in His own body there on the tree. 

This is the gospel that John the 
Baptist preached. Some people think

here it is. You couldn’t get a clearer 
gospel than this. 

Do you remember when Abraham 
and Isaac were going up Mount 
Moriah? Isaac turned to his father 
and said, “Behold the fire and the

| burnt-offering?” And Abraham said, 








“My son, God will provide himself a 
lamb for a burnt-offering.” 

Well, John the Baptist said that this 
is the Lamb; this is the One God has 
provided; this is the Saviour for sin- 
ners; this is the One who can offer 


| Himself without spot to God in our 


behalf and this is the One whom He 
calls us to receive. It is the same 
message found in the Gospel of John. 
“He came unto his own, and his own 
received him not. But as many as 
received him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on His name” (John 
4:35, 32). END

College Students at Flood Tide ¢ Largest YFC Convention 
Crime on Increase ¢ Birmingham Crusade Successful 


COLLEGIANS IN THE NEWS 

Students are “news” to Dr. Edward G. Groesbeck of Ann Arbor, Mich 
registrar of the University of Michigan and teacher of Grace Bible Church’s 
University Bible Class. His university is one of many turning away students 
this fall. 

In explanation, Dr. Groesbeck points to the fact that student enrollment 
has increased at the rate of 200,000 per year for the last five years, far too fast 
for colleges to provide adequate facilities and faculty. The total this fall will 
reach three and one-half million, hit six million by 1970. 

As faculty advisor for the Michigan Christian Fellowship Inter-Varsity 
chapter, Dr. Groesbeck sees a need for a much greater gospel outreach to this 
“flood tide” of students. He also believes individual Christians and local 
churches can do more to assist the students in their witness. 

Two main evangelical efforts on the campus are Inter-Varsity and Campus 
Crusade. The IVCF, working with students at 720 colleges, universities and 
schools of nursing, has 50 staff members on the field. 

While the need on the campus is great, a group of IVCF’ers from Oberlin 
College, Ohio, saw a need on the foreign field and did something about it. 
They determined to use their year of musical study at Salzburg, Austria, as a 
means of gospel witness through their talent. 

Rodney Schmit, Salem, Ore.; Stephen Clapp, Ramsey, N.J., and Louanne 
Fuchs and Donna Bergstrom of Oak Park, IIl., organized the Varsity Ensemble. 
They prayed and they wrote letters. God provided opportunities to present 
the gospel to various groups in many countries of Europe: Swiss and Ger- 
man university students; over the air in Switzerland for a Mennonite radio 
ministry; to U. S. Army soldiers at Stuttgart; at the Greater Europe Mission’s 
Bible School near Frankfort and over Radio Luxembourg for the school’s 
program; at churches in Bonn, and in Emmen, Coeworden and Hengelo, 
Holland; at a young peoples’ camp for the Belgian Gospel Mission; at churches 
in Brussels, Charleroi and Bray, Belgium; and at a West German high 
security prison in Duisberg. 

There were many answers to prayer. The editor of Brussels’ Flemish news- 
paper, also the head of the European Journalistic Association, went to church 
for the first time in seven years to hear the classical and sacred music program. 

A German prisoner wrote, “I was a bad man, too, but Jesus has washed all 
my sins away. I will think about you ever and ever. You have a new name 
here: ‘The four practice music angels.’ ”

BIG YFC CONVENTIONS 

Youth for Christ’s sixteenth annual 
convention at Winona Lake, Ind., was 
the group’s largest, with 10,000 dele- 
gates and visitors attending from 40 
states and six foreign countries. 

Dr. Ted W. Engstrom was re-elected 
president. | 
YFC voted to hold a World Teen 
Convention in 1964, possibly in Jeru- 
salem. 
The Bible quiz championship was 

won by a team from Moline, IIl. 

More than 600 conversions were re- | 
ported at the convention. 

In Bristol, England, YFC held its 
twelfth World Christian Youth Con- 
gress, attended by 2,000 young people | 
and their leaders from 20 nations. 

The concept of “teens telling teens” 
was put into practice, as 50 teams did 
evangelistic work throughout the city. 


CRIME RATE JUMPS 

J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, re- 
ported a “startling” increase in crime 
in the U. S. during the first six months 
of 1960. 

Urban areas of over 25,000 popula- 
tion had a nine percent increase in 
crime, with jumps in every category: 
robberies, 13 percent; burglaries, 12 
percent; murders, six percent; forcible 
rape and auto theft, five percent; 
aggravated assault, four percent. 

Cartha DeLoach, an assistant in 
charge of crime records, said this in- 
crease cannot be blamed only on 
the increase in population. “The 
crime rate is growing four times faster 
than the population,” he said. He 
blamed, instead, “lethargic” Amer- 
icans who are enjoying their luxuries 
rather than backing law enforcement 
agencies. 





EVANGELISM IN BRITAIN 

Significant evidences of God’s bless- 
ing have been seen through an evan- 
gelistic campaign conducted by Eric 
Hutchings in Birmingham. It was the 
first united crusade there in more than 
50 vears. 

Attendance at Bingeley Hall, scene 
of famous Moody and Sankey cam- 
paigns, reached 130,000.

Colombia—Last summer a Protestant 
pastor of the Worldwide Evangeliza- 
tion Crusade was attacked by a Ro- 
man Catholic mob in a suburb of 
Bogota. During the beating he was 
warned to leave the neighborhood. 
He was on his way to conduct a Sun- 
day service in a private home, which 
also was stoned. In San Juan de 
Uraba a police inspector was removed 
after he told Protestants they had to 
have his permission before they could 
meet. His ruling followed an incident 
during which a priest disrupted a 
service and had a policeman close the 
doors and windows of the house dur- 
ing the meeting.

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Facing the Religion Issue 


How important is the religious issue in the coming 
presidential election? 

Protestants are under pressure from a good many di- 
rections to say it is of no great import. After all, they 
will be urged to be broad minded. They will be held up 
as “making too much of a man’s religion.” They will even 
be told—as we have been—that the country’s welfare 
demands that “personal prejudices” be set aside. 

In view of such arguments, Protestants will do well to 
remind themselves of a few basic facts: 

(1) The issue at stake is not either candidate’s per- 
sonal faith but whether or not his church associations 
leave him free to represent the American people without 
outside interference. 

(2) Within the past six months a spokesman for the 
Vatican has reasserted the “right and duty of the Church 
to intervene” in political matters in order to guide those 
under its jurisdiction. 

(3) The U.S. people would not willingly elect a candi- 
date for president whom they were convinced would be 
obliged to respond to an outside influence, especially the 
influence of an outside political power. Should this princi- 
ple be disregarded because the influence in this case would 
be exercised by a power which exists as both a church 
and a state? 

To those who argue that the church’s power would 
never be exercised in this country, we would recall just 
one recent example, the threats made by the Archbishop 
of the New Orleans Diocese in 1956 through his Arch- 
diocesan paper that “automatic excommunication” of 
members of the Louisiana legislature would follow if they 
supported certain measures then under consideration. 

In short, there is far more involved in next month’s 
election than the choice between two candidates. Is it 
vital to our country’s future that our chief executive be 
completely beyond the reach of church dictation? Those 
who see the issue clearly. ought not to be ashamed of 
insisting on its importance. 


An Important Call to the Unfinished Task 


The program of world missions is at the crossroads. In 
one sense this has always been true. For there are three 
things the enemy of men’s souls especially hates: 1) the 
gospel, which alone is the power of God unto salvation; 
2) holy living, which alone permits the unhindered dem- 
onstration of the power of the Holy Spirit; and 3) missions, 
the one task our Lord has left the Church on earth to 
perform. In these three areas of defection—denying or 
distorting of the gospel, carelessness in conduct and dis- 
regard for missions—the devil is attempting to block the 
purposes of God in this age. 

That Satan has been only too successful in restricting 
the effectiveness of God’s instruments is too obvious to 
need proof. While God’s ultimate victory is sure, we must 
cry, “How long, O Lord, how long?” 

The tragedy is that such a condition need not be. We 
know and believe God’s Word concerning the increase of 
apostasy in the professing church; we know and believe 
that evil men and imposters shall wax worse and worse; 
we know and believe that perilous times shall come in the 
last days. But does this condition mean that the true 
Church cannot experience the power of God? Do such 
prophecies mean that the gates of hell shall prevail against 
those who are God’s people? 
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God forbid! The gates of hell shall not prevail! They 
shall be stormed and broken, and the power they repre- 
sent shall be overcome. But first, believers must claim 
the power of the blood of the Lamb; they must give a wit- 
ness that is Spirit-empowered and they must love not 
their lives to the death. The direst circumstances are only 
a challenge to the people of God to match and more than 
match Satan’s power with the mighty power of God. 

We are confident that rising nationalism (which free 
people can hardly oppose) and mighty adversaries like 
Communism, false religions and unbelief cannot and will 
not be able to hold back the witness of committed, holy, 
Bible-believing Christians. Our difficulty is not the great- 
ness of the foe; it is the worldliness, unbelief and coldness 
of our own hearts. 

Is God dead? Are God’s promises untrue? Are the loy- 
alty and dedication of the servants of false gods greater 
than the allegiance and consecreation of the followers of 
the Lamb? The only possible uncertainty lies in the an- 
swer to the last of these questions. That answer is in our 
hands—and hearts. 

If our response is as it should be, we shall give our- 
selves to God’s program of missions. For there is a world 
on the heart of God. There are other sheep which the 
Good Shepherd must bring to Himself. 

We do not for one moment discount the loving and sac- 
rificial ministry, the large and Spirit-directed giving, the 
intense and importunate praying of some of God’s people. 
But the fact remains that we are not getting the task fin- 
ished—the task of evangelizing the world of men. That is 
why we call the attention of our readers to the Congress 
on World Missions, sponsored by the Interdenominational 
Foreign Mission Association (308 W. 105th St., New York 
25, N. Y.). The congress will be held in Moody Memorial 
Church, Chicago, December 4-11. 

Surely, Bible-believing Christians should be praying 
for this gathering. Surely, Bible-believing churches 
should plan to send their pastors and other delegates. 
For here is one effective means, among others, of pro- 
moting world missions which can, with the blessing of 
God, be used to complete the conquest. We cannot em- 
phasize too much the importance of this congress. We urge 
our friends to begin now to pray about this conference 
and the possibility of their attending. 


Things Written Aforetime 


Someone asked the other day, “Why are we hearing so 
few sermons based on the Old Testament?” The question 
bothered us, because many times in recent years we had 
asked ourselves the same question. 

To be sure, we can offer no documentary proof that 
preachers are not using the Old Testament as a base for 
their sermons. We can only judge from our own experi- 
ence and that of others with whom we have conversed, 
plus the goodly number of manuscripts that pass over our 
editorial desk—the vast majority of which deal with New 
Testament themes. 

Still curious about it, we mentioned the subject to a 
veteran preacher, who travels around quite a bit yet keeps 
a well-trained and sensitive ear to the ground (homi- 
letics-wise). He answered that it seemed to him the trend 
in the pulpit was definitely away from using the Old 
Testament as a source for sermon material. 

If this is true, brethren, it ought not so to be. Some of 
us in our younger days were privileged to sit under the 
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teaching of masters of Old Testament Scripture, and we 
know that spiritual gold may be mined from its pages. 
In the years since, in private devotions and in the hours 
of greatest need, we have found these pages aglow with 
spiritual light and life. 

The lessons contained in the books of history, poetry, 
biography, wisdom and prophecy are far too precious to be 
passed by. The wise pastor will not rob his people of tieir 
spiritual heritage.—A. C. 


World Literature Sunday 


World Literature Sunday will be observed on October 
9. On this Lord’s Day churches in many countries will 
give special emphasis to the ministry of books, tracts, 
periodicals, Scripture portions and other printed materials 
in the missionary task. 

One of our associates with a special burden for this 
important work is Peter F. Gunther, assistant director of 
the Moody Literature Mission and chairman of Evangeli- 
cal Literature Overseas. Recently he summed up the 
growing importance of literature in these words: 

“Not too many years ago missions stressed medical and 
educational work on every front. There is still a great 
need for these two ministries and their importance cannot 
be minimized. However, times have changed. The world 
is fast becoming literate and people are eager to read. 

“America is a land of plenty, including an abundance 
of good reading. Almost every pastor has his reference 
library in his study. Many Christian homes have good de- 
votional books and if they don’t they can get them from a 
gospel bookstore in any good-sized town. We Christians 
are all too prone to take this abundance for granted. 

“What about the mission field? Is it true there? The 
cheap, immoral literature is plentiful, attractive, and in- 
expensive. Communistic material has made its inroads. 
The cults, too, have been on the job. As for evangelical 
literature, we have barely touched the fringe of the real 
need. 

“Most pastors overseas have little more than the Bible 
and a few supplementary books. Many don’t have even a 
Bible dictionary, a concordance or a commentary. If the 
pastors have so little evangelical literature, you can be 
sure the average Christian layman has even less. He is 
eager for it and it is our job to help him get it. 

“This dearth of missionary literature results in a major 
need today. Missions have a three-pronged job pressing 
in on them. 

1. They must develop more national writers of spiritual 

insight, able to produce quality material. 

2. They must produce attractive literature for the 


Christian and for the unsaved at a price that the 
average national can afford—and lots of it. 

3. They must get this literature to the people through 
book centers, reading rooms, colporteurs, newspaper 
advertising and other similar means.” 

Such is the need. Great strides have been made in recent 
years, but the task is so huge that even these efforts rep- 
resent only a beginning. Christians everywhere ought to 
be aware of the necessity for work in this field and for 
continuing prayer and financial support. 


Wanted: More Readers 


If the apostle Paul were living in our day, he certainly 
would be in full sympathy with the aims of Protestant 
Press Month, currently being observed by evangelical 
publications. In his own day the peerless missionary em- 
ployed the best methods available. It was an era of lette: 
writing, so he wrote significant letters to individuals and 
churches. And those letters of his which have been pre- 
served under the guidance of the Holy Spirit make up 
about half the New Testament. 

With compelling words Paul enlisted help in reaching 
the widest possible audience and readership for his writ- 
ten messages. In the earliest writing from his inspired 
pen, he declared it to be God’s command that his lette: 
be read to the entire membership of the church in Thes- 
salonica. A decade later he instructed the Colossians to 
see to it that his letter to them be read also in the church 
at Laodicea and that friends at Colossae read the letter 
addressed to the Laodiceans. 

Paul desired more readers. He cherished unshakeable 
convictions about his gospel ministry and about the writ- 
ten Word being one of the excellent tools for carrying it 
out. 

Evangelical publishers and editors today share his con- 
victions. That’s why, during Press Month, they strive to 
call attention to ways in which Christian publications may 
be used—to make Christ known, to establish believers in 
the faith, to indicate paths of victorious living and radiant 
service. 

In desperate days these publications sound a note of 
cheering hope through Christ who “shall reign where’er 
the sun does his successive journeys run.” This message 
men need. They need the lift Christ-centered, printed- 
word missionaries bring. 

Therefore, more readers are wanted—not to send circu- 
lation figures soaring, primarily, but to send men and 
women, boys and girls on their way with firmer steps, 
strong in their faith in the conquering Christ.—Guest 
editorial by Martin Erikson, Editor, The Standard.

Q. What do you mean by the new 
birth? 

A. I judge it by what I know of the 
old birth. I was born of human par- 
ents into the human family; so I be- 
long to Adam’s race by nature and 
generation, and I inherit Adam’s sin 
and curse accordingly. The new birth 
is from my union by faith with the 
second Adam; but this is by grace, not 
nature: and when I receive the Lord 
Jesus Christ I am born of God, not by 
generation but by regeneration. As I 
am united to the first Adam by nature 
and generation; so I am united by 
faith through grace and regeneration 
to the Second Adam, and inherit all 
His fullness accordingly. 


Q. For whom, then, did Christ die? 
A. For “the ungodly” (Rom. 5:6). 


Q. Why is salvation obtained by 
faith? 

A. That it might be by grace. “For 
this cause it is of faith, that it may be 
according to grace” (Rom. 4:16, R.V.). 


Q. What is the meaning of Christ 
dying for us? 

A. As our Substitute; in our place; 
in our stead. 


Q. How may a man know if he 
has eternal life? 

A. By not treating God as if He 
were a liar when He tells us He has 
given us eternal life in His Son 
(I John 5:10-12). 


Q. What is the means by which the 
new birth we were speaking of is 
effected? 

A. “Of his own will begat he us 
with the word of truth” (James 1:18). 
“Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word 
of God .. . and this is the word, which 
by the gospel is preached unto you” 
(I Peter 1:23, 25). 


Q. How are we “cleansed by the 
blood”? 

A. The blood is the life. The sen- 
tence upon sinners for their sin was, 
“The soul that sinneth it shall die.” 
That we might not die, the Son of God 
died. The blood is the poured-out

life of the Son of God, given as the 
price, the atonement, the substitute, 
for the forfeited life of the believer in 
Jesus Christ. Any poor sinner who 
receives Christ as God’s gift is 
cleansed from all sin by His blood. 


Q. Amansays: “I have not found 
peace.” How would you deal with 
him? 

A. He is really looking for the 
wrong thing. I do not look for peace. 
I look for Christ; and I get peace with 
Him. Some people put peace in the 
place of Christ. Others put their 
repentance or prayers in the place of 


Christ. Anything put in the place of 
Christ, or between the sinner and 
Christ, is in the wrong place. When I 


get Christ, I possess in Him every- 
thing that belongs to Him as my 
Saviour. 


Q. What is it to be a child of God? 
What is the first step? 

A. Well, sir, I am a child of God 
when I become united to the Son of 
God. The Son of God (John 17:20, 
21) that all who believed upon Him 
should be one with Him, as He was 
one with the Father. Believing on 
Jesus, I receive Him, and become 
united to Him (John 1:12, 13); I be- 
come, as it were, a member of His 
Body. I am an heir of God, a joint- 
heir with Christ (Eph. 5:30; I John 
5:1; Gal. 3:26). 


Q. What is the best definition of 
faith? 

A. Trust in the Son of God, as the 
Saviour He has given to us. Simple 
trust, not only in a creed, but in a 
Person. I trust my soul to Him. I 
trust the keeping of my soul to Him. 
God has promised that whosoever 
trusts Him, mercy shall compass him 
on every side (Ps. 32:10). 


Q. Does not the Scripture say that 
the devils believe? (James 2:19). 

A. They believe the truth, do they 
not? They believe that Jesus was 
manifested to destroy them, and they 
“tremble.” I wish we believed as 
truly and as fully that God sent His 
Son into the world to save us. 
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Q. What is it to “trust”? 

A. I take it to mean four things: 
(1) Believing on Christ: that is, taking 
Him at His Word. (2) Hoping in 
Christ: that is. expecting help from 
Him, according to His Word. (3) 
Relying on Christ: that is, resting on 
Him for the times and ways, and cir- 
cumstances in which He may be 
pleased to fulfill His promises accord- 
ing to His Word. (4) Waiting on 
Christ: that is, continuing to do so, 
notwithstanding delay, darkness, bar- 
renness, perplexing experience, and 
the sentence of death in myself (II 
Cor. 1:9). He may keep me waiting 
a while (I have kept Him a long time 
waiting); but He will not keep me 
waiting always. Believing in Him, 
hoping in Him, relying upon Him, and 
waiting for Him I understand to be 
trusting in Him. 


Q. How do you get faith? 

A. By hearing God’s Word. “Faith 
cometh by hearing; and hearing by the 
word of God” (Rom. 10:17). 


Q. How do you get the Holy Ghost? 

A. In. the same way as you get 
faith. The Holy Ghost uses the Word 
as the chariot by which He enters the 
believer’s soul. The gospel is called 
“the ministration of the Spirit” (II 
Cor. 3:8). 


Q. What is it to “receive the king- 
dom of God as a little child”? 

A. I think it means that we are to 
receive it in all our need and helpless- 
ness. A little child is the most de- 
pendent thing on earth. All its re- 
sources are in its parents’ love: all it 
can do is to cry, and its necessities 
explain the meaning to the mother’s 
heart. If we interpret its language 
it means: “Mother, wash me; I can- 
not wash myself. Mother, clothe me; 
I am naked and cannot clothe myself. 
Mother, feed me; I cannot feed myself. 
Mother, carry me; I cannot walk.” A 
mother may forget her sucking child, 
“vet will I not forget thee” (Isa. 
49:15). This it is to receive the King- 
dom of God as a little child—to come 
to Jesus in our helplessness and say: 
“Lord Jesus, wash me!” “Clothe me!” 
“Feed me!” “Carry me!” “Save me, 


Lord, or I perish.” 


Q. What would you advise new 
Christians to do? 

A. When we were little babes, if 
we had had no milk, no clothing and 
no rest, we would not have lived very 
long. We are now the result of our 
fathers’ and mothers’ care. When a 
man is born in the family of God, he 
has life; but he needs food. ‘Man doth 
not live by bread alone.’ If you do 
not feed upon God’s promises you will 
be of no use in God’s service: your 
life may even die out altogether be- 
fore long. Then you need exercise. 
If you only take food, and do no work, 
you will soon suffer from what I may 
call spiritual apoplexy. When you get 
hold of a promise, go and tell it to 
others. The best way for me to get 
help for myself is by trying to help 
others. There is one great promise 
that young disciples should never for- 
get: ‘He that watereth shall be 
watered also himself’ (Prov. 11:25). 


Q. What if one should fall into sin 
after he has come to Christ? 

A. God has provided for the sins 
of His people committed after they 
come to Christ as surely as for their 
sins committed before they came to 
Him. Christ “ever liveth to make 
intercession for all that come unto 
God by him.” “If we say that we have 
no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us. If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness.” For, “if any man 
sin, we have an ADVOCATE with the 
Father—Jesus Christ, the righteous: 
and he is the propitiation for our sins” 
(Heb. 7:25; I John 1:8, 9; 2:1,2). He 
will take care of our sinful, tried, and 
tempted selves if we trust ourselves to 
Him. 


Q. Is it not said that if we sin 
willfully after we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, “there re- 
maineth no more sacrifice for sins”? 

A. Yes. In the Epistle to the He- 
brews (10:26). Some of them were 
trifling with the blood of Christ, re- 
verting to the types and shadows of

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when I heard music. A crowd of peo- 
ple was singing right there on the 
street. 

Music always had charms for me, 
but it wasn’t the music so much that 
caught my interest. It was that these 
people were singing with so much en- 
thusiasm. Then I caught the words of 
the song.

Though I wandered far in sin, 
Jesus sought me and He brought me 
back to Him.

When they left, I followed along be- 
hind. And the first thing I knew I was 
in the Pacific Garden Mission, listen- 
ing to a man talking up on the plat- 
form. He was no polished speaker, I 
can tell you! But what he said was 
something I had never heard before. 
It went something like this: 

“Friends,” he said, “Pop Taylor lets 
me get up and speak once in a while 
here at the Old Lighthouse. I’m glad 
to do it. I want to do it. I want to tell 
anyone who will listen that I’d be a 
dead man right now if I hadn’t wan- 
dered into this place one night. I was 
in a drunken stupor when I came in.

The riches of 
God! That guy’s lucky if he’s got 
streetcar fare in his pocket! And me? 
I've got a grand rolled up in my kick! 
These people are nuts! 

And yet, as those people kept on 
getting up and saying what they felt, 
the money in my pocket began to de- 
valuate. It got so bad that after a 
while I had the feeling that the roll in 
my pocket must be nothing but coun- 
terfeit, because it wasn’t doing a thing 
to hold up my self-respect! And 
when they gave the invitation to those 
who wanted to receive Christ it was 
a battle to stay in my seat. But I 
managed to stiffen my pride and put it 
off, 

The one thing I couldn’t do was to 
keep myself from going back to the 
mission. Then something else hap- 
pened that complicated things. Some 
people I had met when I was staying 
at the “Y” had discovered that I could 
play the piano, and they asked me to 
go with them to some meetings they 
were having in churches. 

Why did I go? Mainly because I 
like to play the piano. Maybe, too, 
because it gave me a little sense of 
righteousness. Nevertheless, I knew 
I was sailing under false colors, be- 
cause they all thought I was a Chris-

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HERE is no magic formula for suc- 

cess in the Christian life. Chris- 

tianity deals more with dynamics 
than with mechanics, and a personal 
experience with Jesus Christ is worth 
more than a bushel of textbooks on 
how to grow in religious experience 
without Him. 

There are, however, certain prin- 
ciples laid down in the Word of God 
which, if followed, will lead the be- 
liever into a growing and mature 
Christian experience. Here are seven 
of them. 


the just shall live 
by faith. 


It is impossible to please God with- 
out living by faith. The Christian life 
is started by faith in Jesus Christ, and 
it must be lived in the same manner. 
“As ye have therefore received Christ 
Jesus the Lord, so walk ye [live every 
day] in him” (Col. 2:6). 

How were you saved? Through 
simple faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
was it not? You sensed your need of 
Christ, you confessed your sins and 
lost condition, you asked Him to save 
you, you believed that He did—and 
He did! Is this not pretty much what 
happened? 

Now, in the same way, Paul says, 
you live the Christian life. You trust 
the Lord Jesus Christ to keep you, to 
lead you, to discipline you and to de- 
velop your life simply by depending 
on Him every step of the way. 

“The life I now live,” Paul says, “I 
live by the faith of the Son of God” 
(Gal. 2:20). That means my faith in 
Him and His faith given to me and 
working through me. 


Seven 
principles 
for 


How does this work? Living by 
faith means that you trust the Lord 
Jesus for control in the ordinary 
situations of life. Do you think you 
are able to get from your first waking 
moment in the day, through breakfast, 
and on to work with scarcely a nod in 
the direction of the Lord? Be careful. 
More testimonies than you would 
imagine are lost by people growling 
around the house before breakfast. 

Deliberately turn yourself over to 
the Lord the moment you awaken, and 
pray your way through the day every 
passing moment. From now to break- 
fast, from then to the first hour at 
work or school, from then to the next 
and the next and the next. 

Pray before you answer a phone, 
before you open a letter, before you 
answer a question, before you engage 
in a conversation. Pray before you 
plan a trip, or a sermon or a party or 
a date. 

You certainly needed Jesus to save 
you, didn’t you? Make up your mind 
that you need Him just as desperately 
to keep you, and that you'll always 
need Him from now on. There will 
never be a moment when you do not 
need to trust Jesus Christ absolutely 
for your every thought and word and 
deed. Live your life that way—that’s 
living by faith. 


Jesus Christ must be 
Lord of your life. 


“Ye call me Master and Lord: and 
ye say well; for so lam” (John 13:13). 
There never was any doubt in the 
teachings and attitudes of our Lord 
Jesus Christ as to His place in relation 
to His disciples. He was—and is— 
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CHRISTIAN LIVING 


Master and Lord. 

Indeed, there was no doubt in the 
mind of the writers of the New Testa- 
ment as to the normal place to be oc- 
cupied by our Lord Jesus Christ. “Let 
all the house of Israel know assuredly, 
that God hath made that same Jesus, 
whom ye have crucified, both Lord 
and Christ” (Acts 2:36). Peter’s 
sermon at Pentecost made the facts 
crystal clear. And Paul wrote later, 
“If thou shalt confess with thy mouth 
Jesus as Lord, and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved” (Rom. 
10:9, ASV). 

The strange thing is that we are 
very willing to receive the pardon of 
a crucified Saviour but so slow to 
crown the resurrected Christ as Lord! 

Tell yourself right now that the 
Christian life will never go well for 
you until this matter has been settled. 
Christ is Lord of all, or He is not Lord 
at all. 

How does this work? The word 
“lord,” when used in the New Testa- 
ment, simply means “one who has 
control of the person, the master.” 
Another definition is “he to whom a 
person belongs, about whom he has 
the power of deciding.” 

So, if Christ is really to be your 


Lord, you will, first, acknowledge 
that you belong to Him (“Ye are not 
your own, for ye are bought with a 


price... ,” I Cor. 6:19, 20); second, 
you will give Him control of yourself; 
third, you will give Him the power of 
deciding everything about you. 

What does it mean to belong to 
Christ? What is your reaction to a 
desirable article you see in the store? 
You are interested in it and you look 
at it. Then you turn away, because 
you see a red tag on it marked 
“SOLD.” It belongs to another, so 
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you are no longer interested. 

You and I are to have on and in our 
lives the evidence that we belong to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Satan and his 
temptations will often be turned away 
by this simple rule: Always make it 
clear that you belong to Christ! 

How do you give Christ control? 
How does the GI give control of his 
life to Uncle Sam? He enlists and 
gives his consent to be part of the 
armed forces. After that he obeys 
the orders of his superiors. You can 
practically be sure that no GI of your 
acquaintance ever said, in response to 
an order, “Sarge, that’s a fine idea but, 
unfortunately, I have other plans for 
tonight.” 

Many of us want to wear the uni- 
form of a Christian, but we want at 
the same time to give our own orders. 
It cannot be done. Giving control to 
Christ means “He gives the orders and 
you obey them.” 

How do you give Christ the power 
of deciding? You simply put the de- 
cision up to Him before you make it! 
Most of us make our plans and de- 
cisions and then have a “word of 
prayer” over them, asking for God’s 
blessing. Every moment, from here 
to eternity, Christ knows where He 
wants you, with whom, for what pur- 
pose and with what results. Let Him 


make the decisions—big and little—in 


life. 


obedience opens the door 
to God’s power in your life. 


Disobedience is a key that can lock 
Him out. 

“If ye love me, keep my command- 
ments” (John 14:15).

“If a man love me, he will keep my 
words” (John 14:23). 

“Hereby we do know that we know 
him, if we keep his commandments” 
(I John 2:3). 

“Whoso looketh into the perfect law 
of liberty, and continueth therein, he 
being not a forgetful hearer, but a 
doer of the work, this man shall be 
blessed in his deed” (James 1:25). 

“This book of the law shall not de- 
part out of thy mouth; but thou shalt 
meditate therein day and night, that 
thou mayest observe to do according 
to all that is written therein: for then 
thou shalt make thy way prosperous, 
and then thou shalt have good suc- 
cess” (Josh. 1:8). 

“And we are his witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that 
obey him” (Acts 5:32). 

Obedience based on faith enables 
God to move into your life and work 
His wonders through you. Disobe- 
dience and unbelief leave Him stand- 
ing outside the only place He cannot 
enter by force—a human soul. 

How does this work? 

1. Obey what you understand to be 
the will of God as you read and pray 
over His Word. There is no sense 
in asking for further guidance if you 
are obviously disobeying something 
plainly stated in the Word of God. 

2. Obey the promptings of the Holy 
Spirit. You'll know when the Spirit 
of God is dealing with you; you never 
need guess at that. When He speaks 
to your heart, obey immediately, even 
though it may seem at the time to be 
a very small matter. God has a way 
of making small actions result in great 
consequences! 

3. Obey until you have finished the 
assignment. If the Lord says, “Go to 
Bible school,” He doesn’t mean you 
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| should attend one term and then drop 
out. If the Lord sends you to a church, 
He doesn’t mean you are to mark time 
there and look for a better place as 
soon as the going gets a little difficult. 
If the Lord burdens your heart about 
some unsaved relative or friend, He 
means for you to keep on witnessing 
and praying until that person is saved. 
Obedience keeps on! 

4. Obey even when you face opposi- 
tion. What if Noah had quit building 
the ark when the scoffers gathered 
' around him the first time? What if 
| Daniel had quit praying when the king 

signed into law the decree that no one 

should pray to anyone but the King 
| for a month? What if Christ had 
faltered on the way to Calvary? Keep 
| on obeying God, no matter what! 


prayer is God’s method 
of getting things done. 


When Paul said, “everything by 
prayer” (Phil. 4:6, 7), he meant just 
that. Prayer is God’s leverage word. 
We communicate with God, and He 
with us, through prayer. Burdens 
are lifted by prayer, situations are 
changed by prayer. The finest pro- 
cedure you can follow is Paul’s “pray- 
ing always with all prayer and sup- 
plication.” Our Lord plainly said that 
“men ought always to pray and not 
to faint.” Don’t call a committee 
meeting, call a prayer meeting. Don’t 
have merely an agenda, have a prayer 
list. You'll find that the business goes 
faster, the studies proceed more ef- 
fectively, the sermon develops more 
clearly, the plans mature more easily 
when you first pray about them. 

How does this work? 

1. Decide what you want from God. 
Have a prayer list. 

2. Keep this list before God daily. 

3. Make your prayer list the basis 
of long- and short-range plans. 

4. Whenever you strike a snag, an 
impossible situation, instead of med- 
dling, trying by human means to 
change things, seek the Lord in 
prayer. He knows what needs to be 
done, and He can direct it much bet- 
ter than you. 

5. Keep on praying until you see 
the answer. Many of us quit too soon. 
George Miiller of Bristol raised thou- 
sands of dollars for his orphans by 
daily prayer, but he also prayed forty 
years for some people before he finally 
saw them come to Christ. 

6. Pray your way through every 
day. Greet each new development, 
each situation, each test, each tempta- 
tion, each joy or heartache with 
prayer. This procedure really lets 





God into your living, makes consecra- 
tion a practical matter. 

7. Seek the fellowship of others in 
prayer. United prayer with a specific 
object is encouraged by our Lord and 
has His promise of a definite answer. 
“If two of you shall agree on earth as 
touching anything that they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven” (Matt. 18:19). 


master the Word of God, 


and let it master you. 


The only short cut to an improved 
personality and mature Christian 
leadership is found in the Word of 
God. When you know what the Bible 
says, and do what it commands, you 
become a different person—different, 
that is, from the old “you.” You now 
have a different way of life, because 
your motives are based on different 
facts, and your life is controlled by a 
Person other than yourself. 

“Thy words were found and I did 
eat them” (Jer. 15:16). 

“Thy word have I hid in mine heart 
that I might not sin against thee” (Ps. 
119:11). 

“Observe to do according to all that 
is written therein: for then thou shalt 
make thy way prosperous, and then 
thou shalt have good success” (Jos. 
1:8). 

How does this work? 

1. Feed on the Word every day. 
To do this, get a Bible, a blank note- 
book anda pen. Down on your knees 
ask the Father for consecration to His 
will and concentration on His Word. 
Then read some portion of the Word 
until it says something to you. Now 
write down what the Lord said to your 
heart, using the blank notebook. Next, 
pray that truth back to God until your 
heart is warmed and stirred by it. 
Finally, share the truth you received 
and prayed in; share it with someone 
else as soon as possible. 

2. Obey the Word every day. No 
day should go by without some con- 
scious act of obedience on your part 
to the Word of God. Let’s face it: 
You are not so beatific that you can 
just drift into a state of angelic bliss. 
All of us must work at the task of 
serving God acceptably with “rever- 
ence and godly fear” (Heb. 12:28). 
Consciously obey some command of 
God’s Word each day. 

3. Memorize large portions of the 
Word and key verses on various 
truths. Use the small splinters of time 
you have during the day to memorize, 
review and meditate on these portions 
of the Word. The reason Paul said, 
“Think on these things” (Phil. 4:8), 
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was that this is the practical way of 
“bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ” (II Cor. 
10:5). 

4. Relate all your public ministry 
and all your decisions to the content 
and authority of God’s Word. “What 
does the Bible have to say?” is a good 
foundation for family conclaves, busi- 
ness decisions, speeches and sermons. 
Even though you are allowed only a 
minute for a greeting or a testimony, 
base it on the Word of God—and it 
will be remembered. 


your Christian witness is 
an index of what you are. 


“We cannot but speak the things 
which we have seen and heard” (Acts 
4:20). 

“We... show unto you that eternal 
life, which was with the Father, and 
was manifested unto us” (I John 1:2). 

“I believed, therefore have I 
spoken” (Ps. 116:10). 

‘Out of the abundance of the heart 
the mouth speaketh” (Matt. 12:34). 

These Scriptures and many others 
point to the inescapable conclusion 
that Christian testimony is a result of 
one’s Christian experience. Anyone 
with a heart full of God is going to 
spill out just one subject when jostled 
in the throngs of life. A container 
full of perfume will spill out perfume 


In this age of growing secu- 
larism, all Christians need more 
than ever a re-emphasis on three 
things: more faithful attendance 
at devine service on the Lord's 
Day, a deeper devotion to the 
study of the Word of God, and a 
more consistent use of the better 
evangelical literature, both books 
and periodicals.

and a heart full of God will think and 
speak and sing and testify about God. 

No one denies the fact that you can 
learn to give a better testimony than 
you now do. There is no virtue in 
being awkward, inept, a spiritual 
bungler. But by the same token, all 
the training in the world cannot take 
the place of a heart that has met the 
Lord and is filled with love for Him. 

Without that love, without that fire 
of devotion, without that personal ex- 
perience with Christ, the most elegant 
testimony is a dead thing. One might 
just as well buy an expensive, hand- 
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made suit for a dead man in hopes of | 
making him a better corpse! 

A real testimony must depend on a 
real experience with Christ. How 
does this work? 

1. Make sure you meet the Lord in 
a real way each day. Never go out | 
into your day’s work without the con- 
sciousness that you have had a per- 
sonal meeting with Him in the Word | 
and in prayer. You have a right to 
face life with a cleansed heart and a | 
Spirit-filled personality. 

2. Keep the Lord on your mind. | 
Many of us forget about God until we 
get into a jam. Think some loving, 
worshipful thoughts about God every | 
few minutes. You'll be amazed at 
what this simple procedure will do. | 

3. Exercise faith in the matter of 
witnessing. Expect the Lord to lead 
you into situations where a word 
about Him will be in good taste and 
well-received. Ask Him to lead you 
when you start the day, then expect 
Him to do so. God knows whose heart 
is hungry for cleansing and peace, and | 
God is able to steer people like that | 
across your pathway. 

4. Never hesitate when the Spirit 
of God prompts you to say a word for 
Jesus. The Holy Spirit knows what 
He is doing. Don’t ever try to second- | 
guess God! When you feel the Spirit 
of God leading you to say or do some- | 
thing that will honor the Lord Jesus 
Christ, obey immediately. You'll be 
glad you did when you see what the 
Lord had planned for you. 

5. Take by faith God’s victory, even 
when your witness is not received. 
God does not pay all His bills on 
Thursday. He uses you—and perhaps 
a hundred other people as well—in 
dealing with a heart He wishes to 
convict and convert. So take God’s 
guidance and His victory by faith, and 
praise Him for it. 

6. Prepare yourself as fully as pos- 
sible to be a competent witness in the 
Word of God. Don’t blame the devil 
for the results of your own ignorance, 
sloppy thinking or appearance or just 
plain bungling. Be as sharp as you 
can, as capable as you can, and with 
it all, yield yourself absolutely to the 
Holy Spirit.

1. The believers were together in 
prayer and supplication (Acts 1:14, 
15). They had to learn to pray to- 
gether before they could do much pro- 
claiming separately. You'll gain much 
power by praying with other Chris- 
tians. Attend your church prayer 
meeting, and seek out the prayer fel- 


, 


lowship of individual believers as 
| well. 
2. The church was together in 


|meeting the multitude that gathered 
at Pentecost (Acts 2:1, 5). If we 
stand together, we shall serve more 
effectively. Lose no time in getting 
active in your Sunday school and 
| other branches of your church. Don’t 
| be content with being just a statistic; 
| join a training class and prepare your- 
self for service with other Christians 
in getting out the Word of God. 


| 3. The Christians were together in 
| fellowship and sharing (Acts 2: 42-47). 
| The defeated soul is the withdrawn 
|soul. The redeemed, the delivered, 
the Spirit-filled person will seek and 
|'enjoy the fellowship of others with 
| whom he may share the blessings of 
Christ. Incidentally, how long has it 
been since you opened your heart to 
another believer—really leveled with 
him—and then prayed together about 
the matter? Learn to share and learn 
to give with an abandon of Christian 
joy. 

4. The apostles were together in a 
routine trip to a prayer meeting (Acts 
3:1)—an occasion that turned into a 
miracle, a sermon and a jail sentence! 
Routine can be revelation when it is 
enriched by fellowship with other be- 
lievers. Calling on Sunday school 
absentees, giving out handbills, keep- 
}ing records, ordering materials for 
| your class, running the church bus— 
| all these are routine jobs, but what 
| joy there is in fellowship with the 

Lord and His people while you do the 
work! 

| You need other Christians and they 
|need you. Together you can pray, 
work and witness with an effective- 
ness that multiplies your solo efforts 
a thousand-fold. “For we are labour- 
ers together with God” (I Cor. 3:9).

She was 
sound asleep almost before the brief 
prayer was finished. 


+ SomeHow, I couldn’t sleep. I kept 
thinking of the opportunity of praye 
and fellowship with the Lord that | 
had so carelessly by-passed. I kept 
seeing that angel of light who had so 
appropriately and glibly quoted Scrip- 
ture at me. I was concerned about 
the encouraging prayer I should have 
had with a brother in need. I won- 
dered why I had not spoken to a friend 
about his soul’s condition. 

I know now that the angel I saw was 
the deceiver of the brethren. And I 
have learned that prayer is an appetite 
which needs to be developed and that 
the muscles of prayer need to be 
strengthened by disciplined exercises. 

Primarily, I have determined that. 
as far as possible, it will now be “No 
Bible—no breakfast.” Only then can 
I hope to detect that angel at my 
elbow.

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UNIT ONE 


the most useful book in the world 


N this study you will become ac- 
quainted with the most useful of all 
books. This does not mean that other 
books are not useful. Perhaps it is 
not proper to say that one part of the 
Bible, the Word of God, is better than 
another part. 

However, this particular book of the 
Bible, the Gospel according to John, 
was especially designed by God for the 
most wonderful and useful purpose: 
to tell people about the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, that they might 
believe on Him and thereby receive 
eternal life. This is not supposition, 
for the book itself gives this as its 
purpose: 

“And many other signs truly did 
Jesus in the presence of his disciples, 
which are written in this book: but 
these are written, that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the Son 
of God; and that believing ye might 
have life through his name” (John 
20:30, 31). 

You can see from this that it was not 
John’s intention to write a complete 
biography of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Under the guidance of the Holy Spirit 
he chose some of those events in 
our Lord’s earthly life and ministry 
which definitely show that He is the 
promised Saviour and the Son of God. 

God has given us four records of the 
earthly life of His Son. These ac- 
counts—we commonly call them the 
four Gospels—are supplementary to 
one another. No one book pretends 
to tell everything about the Lord 
Jesus. In fact, we are told in this 
one that a complete story would be 
impossible: 

“And there are also many other 
things which Jesus did, the which, if 
they should be written every one, I 
suppose that even the world itself 
could not contain the books that 
should be written” (John 21:25). 
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+ Eacu of the Gospel records has a 
particular emphasis. Matthew presents 
Jesus Christ as the King; Mark pre- 
sents Him as the Servant; Luke 
presents Him as the perfect Man; John 
presents Him as God. We should be 
making a great mistake, however, if 
we thought that only one of these four 
aspects of Christ’s person and work is 
set forth in each Gospel. He is all of 
these in all of them. The emphasis or 
stress is the thing to watch in each 
book. The Gospel of John was the 
last of the four to be written. The 
writer assumes that many of his read- 
ers already know the things that have 
been written in the other accounts. 
He omits almost entirely the ministry 
of the Lord Jesus in Galilee (although 
he does include distinctive miracles 
performed there: the turning of water 
into wine at Cana and the healing of 
the nobleman’s son). He concentrates 
mainly on the Lord’s ministry in Jeru- 
salem and Judea. 

It is fitting that one who had an 
intimate knowledge of the events 
should have been chosen by God to 
write this account. The writer is un- 
doubtedly John, the son of Zebedee, 
who never refers to himself by name 
in the book. He prefers to call him- 
self the “disciple whom Jesus loved” 
(John 13: 23; 19:26; 20:2; 21:7, 20, 24), 
not claiming by the use of the title a 
place of superiority over the other 
apostles, but delighting to testify that 
the love of the Lord Jesus is a per- 
sonal love toward each individual, and 
that it included him too. 


+ Tuis course is not a complete study 
of the Gospel of John. This book, so 
simple and clear on the surface, has 
defied analysis by great and devout 
scholars. It is profound; it is inex- 
haustible. All that is being attempted 
in the course is to furnish an introduc- 


tion, to start you on a lifetime of study 
and enjoyment of this record of our 
Lord by that disciple whom He loved. 

The simplest working outline that 
we can adopt is that of two main di- 
visions of the book: 

Christ’s Ministry to the World, 
chapters 1-12, and Christ’s Ministry 
to His Own, chapters 13-21. 

A somewhat more exact division 
would be like this: 

Prologue: The Eternal Word, 1:1-18 

Christ’s Ministry to the World, 1: 19- 
12:50 

Christ’s Ministry to His Own, 13:1- 
17:26 

Christ’s Death and Resurrection, 
18: 1-20:31 

As you read and reread the book, 
you will gradually become aware of 
key words that occur over and over 
again. (A key word is an expression 
that helps to open up the meaning of a 
passage.) Two of these words are 
especially significant. They will not 
be mentioned at this time, but before 
you study the next unit you should 
try to discover what they are. 

Since John stresses the signs or 
miracles (20:30, 31), we should stress 
them, too. Seven outstanding miracles 
are described in the first major di- 
vision of the book: 

Turning of water into wine, chap- 
ter 2 

Healing of the nobleman’s son, 
chapter 4 

Healing of the helpless man, chap- 
ter 5 

Feeding of the five thousand, chap- 
ter 6 

Walking on the water, chapter 6 

Healing of the man born blind, 
chapter 9 

Raising of Lazarus from the dead, 
chapter 11 

In view of the announced purpose 
of the writer (20:30, 31), which we 
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have already noted, we can see that 
these signs are basic to the under- 
standing of the book. They all show 
Jesus as the Christ, the Son of God. 


In addition to the seven signs there | 


are seven distinct statements of the 


Lord Jesus beginning with “I AM” | 


and containing a descriptive title: 
“IT AM the Bread of Life”—6:35 
“I AM the Light of the World”—8: 12 
“IT AM the Door’—10:9 
“I AM the Good Shepherd”—10:11 


“I AM the Resurrection and the | 


Life’—11: 25 

“I AM the Way, the Truth, and the 
Life’”—14:6 

“I AM the True Vine’—15:1 

Key words, signs, “I AM” sayings— 
these are distinctive characteristics. 


+ ANOTHER such feature of the book 
is that it contains a number of per- 
sonal 
Jesus and various individuals in dif- 
ferent walks of life. The two that are 
featured in the early part of the book 
are the interviews with Nicodemus, a 
respected Jewish teacher (chapter 3), 
and the Samaritan woman (chapter 4). 

Some others are the interviews with 
the nobleman whose son was seriously 
ill (chapter 4), with the former blind 
man (chapter 9), with Martha of 
Bethany (chapter 11), and with her 
sister Mary (chapter 11). 

In addition to the personal inter- 
views, there are discourses to the 
multitude and to the disciples. Some 
of these arise from the miracles that 
are recorded. The best known and 
longest is the “upper-room discourse” 
(beginning in chapter 13). 

John gives more space than any 
of the other Gospels to the last week 
of our Lord’s ministry before the 
crucifixion and resurrection. Almost 
half of this Gospel is devoted to that 
brief period. Here it is in all its pano- 
ramic glory—this most useful of all 
books. | 

By God’s grace, discover at the | 
outset that its usefulness is in the 
Person whom it presents, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and determine to ap- 
propriate this usefulness for your- | 
self. God’s purpose is that you “might | 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God” (20:31). Do you so 
believe? 


Look back over the points in this 
lesson.

Writing early in 1956, weeks after the martyrdom of the five young missionaries by Auca 
Indians in Ecuador, Moody Monthly’s Missionary Editor, Harold R. Cook, made a prediction. 
“Who can say that the first step in reaching the Aucas for Christ has not been taken?” he 
asked. “Rather than a story ended, this may be a story just begun.” This fall, less than five 
years later, the stirring sequel to the Auca martyrdom has been written. In The Dayuma Story 
(Harper & Brothers, $3.95), Ethel Emily Wallis of Wycliffe Bible Translators tells of the 
return to Auca land of Dayuma, the first Auca Christian, with Wycliffe’s Rachel Saint. How 
have the Aucas responded to the message of the gospel? This question is answered in The 
Dayuma Story. The portion which follows has been abridged from the epilogue and is used 
by permission. In it Miss Saint tells of what she and Dayuma found at the Auca village last 


February after their return from several weeks in Quito Ecuador. 


Sequel from Auca Land 


T was chonta season when I re- 

turned to the Auca tribe, and the 

Aucas brought us heavy branches 
of the brilliant orange-colored fruit. 
Komi and the young boys shinnied up 
other wild fruit trees, some of them 
two hundred feet high, and lopped off 
the huge branches bearing delicious 
smaller fruits... 

The thing that interested me most, 
however, was the spiritual fruit that 
we found. There was the thrilling 
night when Kimo came home from the 
day’s hunt, slipped his blowgun off 
his shoulder and into its vine loop 
holder, then relaxed lying face-down 
crosswise on his hammock, dressed 
only in his komi. The nine hammocks 
in our hut were full of Aucas—chil- 
dred and older folk—who were in the 
habit of coming to hear that evening 
story. But this night Kimo stretched 
out and said, “Now I will talk about 
Jesus.” He began to talk face-down 
to the ground, and to nobody in par- 
ticular. 

“Lift your head, Kimo,’ I said, “so 
that all of us can hear what you say 
about Jesus.” He did, and we had the 
joy of hearing, for the first time, an 
Auca man give a message about 
Christ. It was a most amazing disser-

tation beginning before the birth of 
Christ, then telling of His birth, and 
how He healed the lame and the blind, 
and raised the dead. He concluded 
with the death and resurrection of 
Christ, and of His coming again to the 
earth—all with great accuracy. He 
talked for at least half an hour. It was 
an overflow of all that Kimo had been 
fixing in his mind about the Lord. 

Dayuma had started to prompt him, 
but soon found that it was not neces- 
sary. Dawa quietly filled in from time 
to time when he slowed up. As Kimo 
talked dusk turned to dark, and Dawa 
stirred up the fire once in awhile. The 
flickering firelight played on the 
swarthy bronze muscles of his strong 
back. What a picture—and what a 
message! Dyuwi left his hammock and 
came over and squatted nearby to 
listen. Dyuwi’s keen interest in God’s 
carving (God’s writing, i.e., the teach- 
ing of the Bible) had not wavered one 
bit, but had increased in our absence. 
He gladly listened to Kimo. As he 
squatted there in the moonlight he 
repeated softly some of Kimo’s 
phrases, as if trying to memorize them. 
When Kimo finished talking Dyuwi 
prayed out loud, then all went to their 
own hammocks and their own fires for 
the night. 

That night we went to bed satisfied 


that the Seed was beginning to take 
root, and to bear fruit. 


+ Tue following Sunday at our early- 
dawn meeting Dayuma made clear the 
fact that, as we believe in Christ, God 
buries our sins in the deepest “big 
water.” He throws them behind His 
back, and He will not remember them. 
She closed by telling about Tariri, the 
Shapra chief living in the wild jungle 
to the south of us, who has believed in 
Christ. She told them that when I was 
living in Tariri’s tribe years ago he 
had insisted that the boa was greater 
than God. Finally Tariri had under- 
stood God’s carving, and believed in 
the living God. She told how he had 
killed many people and shrunk their 
heads (the Aucas were horrified!), 
but that now he teaches his people 
about God.... 

After that message about Tariri, 
Dawa said to me one morning, “Talk- 
ing, Uncle Gikita goes to the forest.” 

What do you mean, Dawa?” I asked. 

“Uncle Gikita is like Tariri now. 
Talking to God he goes to the forest.” 

Then I remembered that Dayuma 
had told the Aucas that Tariri prays 
as he goes out to hunt in the jungle. 

“That’s what I told you,” Dawa con- 
tinued. “I told you that we Aucas 
would not take a long time to believe 
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Betty Elliot, widow of one of the Auca 
martyrs, and MAF pilot John Keenan 
with Auca group at Arajuno mission sta- 
tion.

in God. Just as soon as we hear we 
believe.” 

And Dawa did believe as soon as 
she heard. Now she was rejoicing that 
Uncle Gikita talked to God, too. Not 
long ago Gikita had been saying that 
he would just die and turn into worms. 


+ ANOTHER day when Dayuma gave 
the lesson she finished by saying, 
“Now the foreigners do it like this: 
Those who know for sure that God 
has cleaned their hearts just say so. 
They say, ‘Before, I did this, and this 
and this. But now Jesus has washed 
my heart clean with His blood.’ 

“Now who, and who, and who will 
say what God has done in your 
heart?” 

Dawa spoke up immediately and 
said, “Before, I did not live well, but 
now I love God with all my heart.” 

She had scarcely finished speaking 
when Dyuwi was heard. It must have 
taken a lot of courage for him to speak 
up as he did in front of the other men 
with whom he had killed at Palm 
Beach. They were all there listening. 
He started counting on his little finger 
and said, “I killed this one,” then 
holding up the next finger, “and I 
killed this one, but that was before I 
knew about Jesus. I did not do well, 
but now Jesus has ‘erased’ my heart.” 

Dyuwi is a young fellow, the young- 
est of the five who killed at Palm 
Beach. That was his first killing, and 
Naenkiwi was the second. I believe 
that that will be the last. 

Kimo very seriously followed on 
when Dyuwi finished, and _ started 
counting on his little finger. 

“This one I killed was an Auca, and 
the next one I killed was an Auca. 
After that I killed a foreigner, and 
after that another foreigner.” He 
counted four and then said, “But I did 
that when my heart was black. Now 
Jesus’ blood has dripped and dripped 
and washed my heart clean. I don’t 
live that way any more. Loving the 
Lord I live.” 

Gimari quietly added that she too 
loved God and now lived happily. 

There was no further outward re- 
sponse from any of the others, but the 
other men, especially Nimonga, lis- 
tened very carefully. When we had 
first come to the Tiwaeno, Nimonga 
was antagonistic toward us. We have 
seen his attitude change. He listened 
intently as Dayuma spoke about the 
forgiveness of sin. She was teaching 
graphically, using illustrations under- 
standable to Aucas. 

“As my gata monkey is tied by that 
vine to the post over there, so we are 
tied by sin. We cannot get away by 
ourselves.” 

When Dayuma told how God frees 
us, “just as we untie the gata monkey,”

| a very sweet smile crossed Nimonga’s 
| face. I knew that he was beginning 
to understand. That afternoon he 
came over to my hut, sat down on a 
log with his little girl on his lap, but 
apparently with no special purpose in 
mind. He didn’t seem to have any- 
thing to say. 

“Nimonga, did you understand what 
Dayuma said this morning about for- 
giveness of sin?” I asked. 

“Yes, I understand.” 

“You won’t say no to God?” 

“No, I won’t say no to God.” 


+ GrxiTa said nothing about what God 
had done in his heart the morning 
Dyuwi and Kimo talked, but one day 
I had a very good visit with him. He 
was open and talkative, and he began 
telling me about his family. Then he 
started talking about spearings. I 
knew that Gikita was a seasoned 
killer, and that he had been on many 
spearing raids. But this day he started 
counting on his fingers. He used all 
the fingers of one hand and the little 
finger of the other to count the raids— 
and he had speared at least twelve 
men. 

“T did not do well. That was before 
I knew God,” he said. There were 
tears in his eyes. 

“Amaewo—for the last time—I have 
killed. We did not understand that 
your men wanted to help us. I killed 
the first one... .” 

Then Gikita told me exactly what 
had happened on Palm Beach. Dawa 
had already given me her version as 
an eyewitness, but now Gikita was 
confirming what I had already heard. 

Gikita killed the first foreigner on 
the beach, then the other foreigners 
began shooting into the air. As they 
fired, one bullet grazed the head of 
young Nampa, who was hiding behind 
the plane. There was no way for the 
foreigners to know that he was there, 
for he did not participate in the spear- 
ings. Dawa was crouched on a hill 
across the river watching it all, and a 
bullet went over her head. 

All the young Auca men began to 
run when the foreigners shot, but 
Gikita called them back to kill the rest. 

“Being older, Gikita was not afraid,” 
the Aucas had said. 

Then one of the foreigners ran to the 
wood-bee, got in and shut the door. 
He looked around toward the beach, 
opened the door, and went back to 
join the others. Then the Aucas 
speared the rest. One was killed on 
the beach and the others in the water. 

Later, when Dayuma had told the 
Aucas that the foreigners had good 
motives and did not come to kill them, 
they checked back on the events of 
Palm Beach. They were convinced 
that the men had not come to kill, nor 





did they flee in the face of death. 
These facts had affected Kimo espe- 
cially, and eventually made possible 
an entry to the tribe. 

Gikita said that he also helped to 
spear one of the others. 

“It was bad, bad, bad,” he said. 

Later Dayuma made a trip with the 
Aucas to Palm Beach and found that 
it had washed away completely. It 
no longer existed... . 


+ Monga, who is from downriver and 
was our problem child, is opening up 
to us. Sometimes he just comes and 
sits in the hammock. One day he was 
watching Sammy “carve” on paper as 
I was teaching him his lessons from his 
Spanish schoolbooks. Monga said that 
he wanted to carve like Sammy, so I 
gave him a paper and pencil. He 
made a series of loops on the paper. 
“What are you carving, Monga?” 
He told me that the big loops were 
the mother and the father, and that 
the little loops were all of their chil- 
dren. Then he started naming the 
members of a downriver family, his 
relatives. I told him to wait till I 
wrote them down. I had to ask which 
were men and which were women. 
How did I know whether the person 
with the name of a monkey or alliga-

tor wasamanorawoman? As I took 


an interest in his drawings he made 
more for me, and before we finished 
he had drawn some twelve families 
for me, making all the big and little 
loops. And I had written the names 
of more than a hundred downriver 
Indians. Two and a half years ago 
when Monga had come to our group 
all of them were living. 

I had long since memorized the 
names of the men of the group against 
the day when the Lord gives us the 
longed-for peaceful contact, but some- 
how hearing the names of the women 
and children—all growing up, the men 
and boys being taught daily to come 
and kill us—did something for me. 
These were names of Aucas, many of 
them related to those in our own 
group—still using their stone axes, 
still hating all outsiders, still trained 
to revenge within the clan, and still 
living “without God and _ without 
hope... .”

Q. Paul said he was “crucified with 
| Christ.” What did he mean? 


A. Oh, that is a grand text! Thank 
God, I have been “crucified with 
Christ.” The cross of Christ repre- 
sents the death due to the sinner who 
had broken God’s laws. When Christ 
| was crucified, every member of His 

Body was crucified; but every believer 
| that was, or is, or shall be, is a mem- 
| ber of Christ’s Body, of His flesh, and 
| of His bones (Eph. 5:30). Again, we 
| read (I Cor. 12:26, 27): “Whether 
| one member suffer, all the members 
| suffer with it; or one member be 

honored, all the members rejoice with 
it. Now ye are the body of Christ, and 
| members in particular.” So, when 

Christ was crucified for sin, I was also 
| crucified in Him; and now I am dead 

and gone as far as my old self is con- 
sep I have already suffered for 
sin in Him. 








Yes, I am dead and buried with 
|Christ. That is the grand truth that 
| Paul laid hold upon. I am stone dead 

as a sinner in the sight of God. As it 
is written (Rom. 7:4): Iam “become 
| dead to the law by the body of Christ, 
| that I might be married to another, 
| even to him who is raised from the 
| dead, that I should bring forth fruit 
unto God.” “I am crucified with 
| Christ; nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me” (Gal. 2:20); 
and God Himself commands me so to 
| regard my standing before Him as His 
| believing child. In Romans 6:10, 11: 
“Tn that he (Christ) died, he died unto 
sin once: but in that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God. Likewise reckon ye 
also yourselves to be dead indeed unto

sin, but alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” 


Q. What is your fitness for heaven? 

A. The Holy Ghost dwelling in my 
heart is my fitness for heaven. I have 
only to get there; and I have, by this 
great gift, all tastes, desires, and fac- 
ulties for it. I have the eyes to con- 
template it; I have the ears for 
heaven’s music; and I can speak the 
language of the country. The Holy 
Ghost in me is my fitness and quali- 
fication for the splendid inheritance 
for which the Son of God has re- 
deemed me. 


Q. Would you make a distinction 
between Christ’s work for us and the 
Spirit’s work in us? 

A. Christ’s work for me is the pay- 
ment of my debt; the giving me a place 
in my Father’s home, the place of son- 
ship in my Father’s family. The Holy 
Spirit’s work in me is to make me fit 
for His company. 


Q. You distinguish, then, between 
the work of the Father, the work of 
the Son, and the work of the Holy 
Ghost? 

A. Thanks be to God, I have them 
all, and I want them all—Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost. I read that my 
heavenly Father took my sins and laid 
them on Christ; “The Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all.” No 
one else had a right to touch them. 
Then I want the Son, who “his own 
self bare my sins in his own body on 
the tree.” And I want the Holy 
Ghost: I should know nothing about 
this great salvation, and care nothing 
for it if the Holy Ghost had not come 
and told me the story and given me 
grace to believe it. 


Q. What is meant when it says that 
Christ saves “to the uttermost”? 

A. That is another grand truth. 
Some people are troubled by the 
thought that they will not be able to 
hold out if they come to Christ. There 
are so many crooked ways and pitfalls 
and snares in the world; there is the 
power of the flesh and the snare of 
the devil.

IN PROPHECY 


Part VI: PROPHECIES THAT RELATE TO THIS AGE 


Personally, I do not believe there 
are any prophecies, either in the Old 
or New Testament, that predict some 
specific event that must be experi- 
enced by the city of Jerusalem be- 
tween the fall of that city in A.D. 70 
and the end of this age. Thus, e.g., 
there are no prophecies in the Scrip- 
tures of the Crusaders seizing Jeru- 
salem, establishing the Latin kingdom 
and then losing it again, or any pre- 
dictions which can be said to point to 
the capture of Jerusalem by General 
Allenby, ete. 

On the other hand, it does seem to 
me that there are three prophetic 
passages which speak of general con- 
ditions to prevail in Jerusalem from 
the time of the destruction under 
Titus, predicted by Christ, to the end 
of this age. I believe one is safe in as- 
serting that of no other city in all the 
world do we have three prophecies in 
the Bible regarding its experiences 
and circumstances down through the 
centuries of this dispensation. 


+ Tue first of these predictions is set 
forth in the latter part of Daniel 9:26 
(ASV), in that great prophecy of the 
seventy weeks. Here is, first of all, a 
prophecy, as noted in our last article, 
of the coming of the Romans and the 
destruction of the city. Then we have 
the declaration: “Even unto the end 
shall be war; desolations are de- 
termined.” 

This clearly indicates, I think, that 
between the destruction of the city 
by the Romans in A.D. 70 and the 
tragic and then glorious events to 
take place there at the end of the age, 
there will be a time of war and 
desolations. As Tregelles has rightly 
said, “The interval up to ‘the end’ is 
only characterized by war and desola- 
tions, as our Lord teaches in Matthew 
24:6, 7,771

Leupold, who is not a premillen- 
nialist and does not interpret some of 
these prophecies as many of us do, 
has nevertheless given his full support 
to this interpretation in his learned 
Exposition of Daniel. 

“War, which is getting more and 
more to be the mark of the times, and 
which is growing increasingly more 
cruel, shall go on to ‘the very end.’ 
The original has only ‘the end,’ gets, 
but since the very last end is meant, 
the great day of judgment, we have 
ventured to insert ‘very.’ The last 
appositional statement, ‘destined deso- 
lations,’ points to the inevitable ac- 
companiment of all wars, which in 
this last instance, it would appear, will 
be all the more in evidence. For we 
have witnessed the fact that, as time 
went on, the havoc wrought by war 
is more thoroughgoing than ever. It 
must be some such fact that this ap- 
position seeks to bring out. Men are, 
therefore, not to be surprised in find- 
ing wars and desolations toward the 
end. In fact, these are one form of 
evil that dominates the last great 
‘tribulation,’ to speak the language of 
the New Testament in this connec- 
tion.””? 

Probably no large city on earth has 
suffered from as many _ invasions, 
sieges, destructions and _ constant 
change of leaders as has the city of 
Jerusalem. Sir George Adam Smith, 
writing before World War I (1907), 
said: 

“The bare catalogue of the disasters 
which have overtaken Jerusalem is 
enough to paralyze her topographer. 
Besides the earthquakes which have 
periodically rocked her foundations, 
the City has endured nearly twenty 
sieges and assaults of the utmost 
severity, some involving a consider- 
able, others a total, destruction of her 
walls and buildings; almost twenty 
more blockades or military occupa- 
tions, with the wreck or dilapidation 
of prominent edifices; the frequent 
alteration of levels by the razing of 
rocky knolls and the fillings of val- 


leys; about eighteen reconstructions, 
embellishments, and large extensions, 
including the imposition of novel sys- 
tems of architecture, streets, drains 
and aqueducts, athwart the lines of 
the old... 

“There also have happened two 
intervals of silence, after Nebuchad- 
nezzar and after Hadrian, during 
which the City lay almost if not 
altogether desolate, and her natives 
were banished from her; five abrupt 
passages from one religion to another, 
which even more disastrously severed 
the continuity of her story; more than 
one outbreak of fanatic superstition 
creating new and baseless tradition; 
as well as the long, careless chatter 
about the holy sites which has still 
further confused or obliterated the 
genuine memories of the past.”* 


+ THE second prophecy repeatedly 
witnessed to during this twentieth 
century is also found in the Old Testa- 
ment in the inexhaustible prophetic 
work of Zechariah: “And it shall come 
to pass in that day, that I will make 
Jerusalem a burdensome stone for all 
the peoples; all that burden them- 
selves with it shall be sore wounded; 
and all the nations of the earth shall 
be gathered together against it” (12:3, 
ASV). A burdensome stone is some- 
thing that one wishes he did not have 
to carry; the longer he carries it, the 
heavier and most exhausting it be- 
comes. 

Eighty years ago, in his famous 
Bampton Lectures on the prophecies 
of Zechariah, Dr. Charles H. H. 
Wright of Trinity College, Dublin, 
who himself did not believe there was 
any particular future for Israel on this 
earth, said this prophecy implies that 
“in vain should all the nations round 
about seek to fit the stone of Jeru- 
salem into any of the political struc- 
tures which they might seek to erect. 
All their efforts to raise that burden- 
some stone would prove injurious to 
themselves.’’!

Christ’s Ascension 


“To believe the Bible is to accept its teach- 
ing that forty days after the resurrection of 
our Lord, He ascended into heaven (Acts 
1:3). From the slopes of the Mount of 
Olives, just east of Jerusalem, He went up 
to heaven. The Word of God clearly sets 
forth the fact that the resurrected body of 
the Lord Jesus, though very real, was not 
subject to the conditions which bind us. 


“He Himself said of this event that it 
was expedient, better for His disciples. How 
anything could be better for them than His 
own presence may well have been difficult 
for them to understand. But we remember 
that in His incarnation, so far as His visible 
appearance was concerned, He was present 
in only one place at any one time. With the 
increase of His Church, He was to be pres- 
ent with, and indeed in, every believer— 
for the Holy Spirit was to come. Pentecost 
had to await the ascension (John 7:39). 


"In addition, and of great comfort and 
assurance for the believer in Christ, is the 
fact that at the Father’s right hand our 
Lord is now acting as our Mediator, our 
Intercessor, our Advocate. Through Him 
we have our access to the Father through 
the Spirit. In Him we have One who knows 
our infirmities, and who intercedes on our 
behalf. In Him we have One who presents 
the claims of His sacrifice for us, even in 
the dark hour of our failure; He pleads our 
cause. Thank God for His Son ‘who is at 
the right hand of God, who also maketh 
intercession for us’ (Romans 8:34).”

One of the strangest phenomena in 
all the discussions and deliberations 
of the United Nations lies in the fact 
that the Jerusalem question has never 
been solved. The General Assembly 
of the United Nations toward the end 
of 1947, soon after the establishment 
of the State of Israel, decided that 
Jerusalem was to be internationalized. 
This met with violent opposition from 
Jews everywhere, though it was sup- 
ported by an encyclical from Pope 
Pius XII, issued on April 15, 1949, 
In Multiplicibus. 


On November 29, 1949, at Lake 
Success, the Soviet Union demanded 
that the United Nations Assembly 
proceed with the plan for the inter- 
national administration of the Jeru- 
salem area, adopted two years pre- 
viously. A comment on this in The 
New York Times of the following day 
bears careful study: “The Soviet 
Union, having been barred from 
taking part in the United Nations’ 
missions regarding both Palestine and 
the former Italian colonies, is all the 
more anxious to have something to 
say about Jerusalem. The Soviet Un- 
ion, together with the other great 
powers, is a permanent member of 
the Trusteeship Council, and this may 
explain why it wants the Trusteeship 
Council to take over the responsibility 
for drafting a final settlement for 
Jerusalem.” 


On December 7, 1949, the Special 
Political Committee of the United Na- 
tions General Assembly made its de- 
cision regarding the internationaliza- 
tion of Jerusalem, approving this 
action by a final vote of 35 to 13, with 
eleven abstentions. Oddly enough, the 
strongest opposition to this proposal 
was led by the United States and 
Great Britain. 

The text of the resolution reads, in 
part, that it is the intention of the 
General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions, “that Jerusalem should be 
placed under a permanent interna- 
tional regime . . . (1) That the city 
of Jerusalem shall be established as 
a corpus separatum under an inter- 
national regime and (2) shall be ad- 
ministered by the United Nations . 
(3) The city of Jerusalem shall in- 
clude the present municipality of 
Jerusalem, plus the surrounding vil- 
lages and towns, the most southern 
being Bethlehem, the most western 
Ein Karim, and the most northern 


Shufat.” This embraces an area of 
approximately seventy square miles. 

One of the foremost authorities on 
international subjects, Edwin  L. 
James, now writing for The New York 
Times, began his article on this de- 
cision as follows: “The vote by the 
United Nations Assembly to inter- 
nationalize the city of Jerusalem risks 
putting the world organization up 
against a very tough situation. This 
is true because both Israel, which 
occupied the new part of the city, and 
Jordan, which occupied the old city, 
declare that they will oppose the 
implementation of the United Nations’ 
decision by force if necessary. The 
United Nations has at present no mili- 
tary forces to use to carry out its de- 
cision; and it is a good guess that few, 
if any, of its members will come for- 
ward with offers to supply troops to 
carry out the plan.” 

The history of Palestine down 
through the ages in relation to the 
nations of the earth bears abundant 
testimony to the fact that Jerusalem 
has been a burdensome stone. This is 
particularly true in the events of the 
last thirty years. The Sir John Hope 
Simpson Commission of 1929 stated 
that the capacity of Palestine to 
absorb any more immigrants had been 
exhausted, and that no more Jews 
should be allowed to enter the land. 
The Report of the Royal Commission 
in 1936 confessed to the inability of the 
British Government to find a solution 
for the Palestine problem. The 1939 
White Paper announced that the terms 
of the original Balfour Declaration 
were no longer valid—an admission 
on the part of the British Government 
that they were not able to keep their 
original promise toward Israel. 

On November 13, 1945, a report of 
the Foreign Office stated: “We have 
reached the conclusion that the hos- 
tility between Jews and Arabs, and 
the determination of each to achieve 
domination, if necessary by violence, 
make it almost certain that now and 
for some time to come any attempts 
to establish either an independent 
Palestinian State or independent Pal- 
estinian states would result in civil 
strife such as might threaten the peace 
of the world.” 

The British Labor Government's 
handling of Zionism played directly 
into the hands of the terrorists, so 
that in June, 1946, the government 
offices in the King David Hotel were 
bombed. On February 14, 1947, the 
British Government decided to refer 
the whole problem to the United Na- 
tions. There were, at that time, 80,000 
British troops in Palestine, costing the 
government $20,000,000 for a period of 
eighteen months; yet, they were un- 
able to enforce the law. The United

Nations adopted the plan that the 
mandate be terminated and Palestine! 
be partitioned. The mandate was ter-| 
minated on May 15, 1948. The means} 
bv which Israel seized the part of Pal-| 
estine now included in the Israeli gov-|

Of course the Palestine problem is! 
not yet solved, as proved by the con- 
stant suggestions on what to do with 
Jerusalem presented to the United 
Nations by one party or another.

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called it, and in an almost miraculous 
way put to flight the Arabs, who for 
the most part were occupying the 
land, and established the State of 
Israel—one of the most amazing 
events of modern history, and surely 
one of the many signs that we are 
near the end of the age—the division 
of the iand was determined by deci- 
sions made by the United Nations in 
Manhattan. 

But, looking at a modern map of the 
Jerusalem area, we note that the an- 
cient city of Jerusalem, site of the 
Temple of Solomon and the holy 
places, the city surrounded by walls, 
some of the foundations of which go 
back to the days of Solomon, is not in- 
cluded in the State of Israel, but is 
assigned to the Hashemite Kingdom 
of Jordan. Thus, the old city, the city 
to which our Lord was referring, is 
still under the control of a gentile 
nation, and no Jew lives in that city 
today. 

Looking again at this map of Jeru- 
salem, we observe that there is an- 
other city of Jerusalem here, on the 
west and north, in which more than 
150,000 Jews live today. The Jews 
have their own state, Israel, but they 
do not possess the old city. Between 
these two Jerusalems lies what is 
called No Man’s Land. In some places 
the distance between the Jerusalem 
occupied by the Jews in the State of 
Israel and the Jerusalem of which 
Christ spoke is less than thirty rods. 
In other words, our Lord’s prophecy 
is within a few yards of possible ful- 


fillment for the first time in hisiory. 

If some morning we should open 
our newspapers and read that Israet 
has taken the old city of Jerusalem, 
and is able to hold it, we shall know 
that the words of our Lord have been 
fulfilled—and when this takes place, 
we are at the end of the age of the 
gentiles. Even the Jews themselves 
acknowledge that it is only the hand 
of God which keeps them from taking 
the city.

SCRIPTURE: Matthew 7:14, John 
10:10, I John 5:11, 12, by three mem- 
bers of the choir or three other pupils. 
FIRST CHOIR MEMBER: Because 
strait is the gate, and narrow is the 
way, which leadeth unto life, and few 
there be that find it—Matthew 7:14. 
SECOND CHOIR MEMBER: The 
thief cometh not, but for to steal, and 
to kill, and to destroy: I am come that 
they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.—John 
10:10. 

THIRD CHOIR MEMBER: And this 
is the record, that God hath given to 
us eternal life, and this life is in his 
Son. He that hath the Son hath life; 
and he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life—I John 5:11, 12. 

(Choir and narrator leave platform 
as theme song is played.) 

PLAY: “The Key to Life,” by junior 
and senior high young people. 

(Set the platform to represent the 
lounge of a men’s dormitory. Near 
one entrance is a Christmas tree; at 
the center of the platform is an easy 
chair and a straight chair is nearby, 
convenient for conversation. Another 
entrance is across the platform near 
the gate. If possible, place a folding 
screen in front of the gate. Boys 
should wear college clothes suitable 
for the climate. One boy, Doug, is 
sitting in the easy chair reading.) 
DOUG: The old fellows in this phi- 
losophy book sure had a lot of con- 
flicting theories about life. I wonder 
what I’d say if anyone asked me how 
to have life with a capital L. 

(Joe enters, left, wearing sports 

clothes and carrying sports equipment, 
according to climate.) 
DOUG: Hi, Joe! You’ve been hav- 
ing a good time playing and I’ve been 
here with this dry old philosophy 
book. I’ve got a term paper due on it 
before Christmas vacation. Say, by 
the way, what’s your philosophy of 
life? 


JOE: (Drops his sports equipment 
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and sits down backwards on the 
straight chair, facing Doug.) Philos- 
ophy of life? (Skeptically) Well, I 
guess I’m strong on the “middle of 
the road” theory. You gain the most 
from life not by running to extremes 
but by following a reasonable course. 
I suppose moderation is a good word 
to describe it. I think Plato promoted 
this philosophy. 

(Bill enters, left, a stout, jolly young 
man.) 
JOE: Look, let’s ask Bill what he 
thinks on the subject. Say, buddy, 
Doug’s studying philosophy. Tell us 
what your theory of life is! 
BILL: Me! Do I have a theory? 
(Laughs and leans on Joe’s chair.) 
Never thought much about it, fellows, 
but I guess you’d call it Epicurean. 
Eat, drink and be merry; get all you 
can out of life; live for the present. 
Right now, for example, I’d say that 
meant a nice thick sizzling steak 
smothered in onions! You guys can 
stay here with your dry philosophies. 
I’m starved. I’m going to find some 
food.(Goes toward exit right, meet- 
ing Jim, a studious sort wearing horn- 
rimmed glasses and carrying a pile of 
books under his arm.) 
BILL: (To Jim.) Hi, Jim! Don’t go 
in there! The philosophers will get 
you! (Laughs as he goes out right. 
Jim looks questioningly at Joe and 
Doug as he moves toward them.) 
JIM: What goes on here? 
DOUG: Tell us your philosophy of 
life, Joe. I’m digging into the stuff, 
ancient and modern. 
JIM: Well, like my dad always says, 
knowledge is the secret, boys. As 
Aristotle said, I believe we find hap- 
piness and fulfillment in the growth of 
our minds. Knowledge is the key to 
life, and that’s why I’m heading for the 
library. (Goes out left. Bud enters, 
right, after Jim leaves. He wears a 
suit and carries a box of candy under 
his arm.) 
DOUG: Oh, no! Not again, Bud! 
How do you keep your grades up when 
you spend half your time with Anne? 
Say! What do you think is the secret 
of a happy life? I mean your philos- 
ophy—or do you have one? 
BUD: Don’t you know that philos- 
ophy means the love of knowledge? 
Well, I’ve turned it around. I believe 
in the knowledge of love. (He laughs, 
then looks at his watch.) Oh boy! 
Must run, fellows. Can’t keep Anne 
waiting! (Exits left as Cal enters 
same way, with a Bible under his 
arm.) 
BUD: (As he leaves.) Hi, Cal! 
DOUG: Hi,deacon! Been to church 
again? Say, you ought to have a phi- 
losophy of life. Let’s have it. Joe 
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CAL: That’s easy, men. My philos- 
ophy is in this Book. (Takes the 
Bible out from under his arm and 
opens it.) Jesus Christ said to His 
disciples, “I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly.” The day I re- 


| ceived Christ as my Saviour, I found 


not only a philosophy of life but Life 
itself. 

JOE: (Gets up and takes Cal by the 
arm.) Come on, preacher, let’s leave 
the poor fellow alone.

word “Knowledge” on it.)

populous state, Nigeria, becomes of 
age October Ist. 

“We’ve had the longest apprentice- 
ship of any of the newly Independent 
states,” the Northern Nigerian Pre- 
mier, Alhaji Sir Ahmadu Bello, 
proudly points out. Because of this 
he doesn’t expect the ills which have 
plagued other countries, such as the 
Congo, which had no immediate plans 
for Independence even at the first of 
this year. 

Similarly, Christianity in Nigeria 
has had time to become well estab- 
lished—at least in the Western and 
Eastern Regions along the coast. The 
Gospel was first preached in 1842 in 
Badagry in the West and 1846 in the 
East. Today Christianity is an ac- 
cepted part of life in these areas. 

But perhaps it has become too much 
of an accepted thing by many—a way 
of life rather than a_ transforming 
power. Christianity’s arrival was ac- 
companied with Western materialism, 
and the two are unfortunately synon-

Materialism Hits Nigeria 


By W. H. Fuller 


Nigeria’s literates was _ graphically 
shown by entries to an “Independence 
Contest” held this year by West 
Africa’s  mass-circulation Christian 
magazine, African Challenge. “What 
does Independence mean to you?” 
readers were asked. (Their entries 
are being followed up with literature 
showing the way of spiritual freedom 
from sin.) 

“Independence means to be civilized 
with new things; e.g., motor car, 
cigarettes, etc.,”” wrote one man. 

“Independence means plenty of 
money without the need to work,” an- 
other said. 

Movies, magazines, and now even 
TV programs (Nigeria opened Africa’s 
first TV _ station last year) have 
brought the impact of western ma- 
terialism to bear on impressionable 
young people. At the same time, 
Nigerians studying overseas have been 
appalled at the lack of interest in the 
Church shown by the average Amer- 
ican and European. Christianity used 
to be equated with Western progress. 
Now “modern types” see it as a 
medieval cloak almost discarded by 
Western nations. 

In an Independent Nigeria, mate- 
rialism is becoming one of the major 
problems of the Church, and Christian 
leaders are facing the challenge. 


Moody Monthly 
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“What is happening to the Christian | 
heritage to which we owe so much?” 
asks Sir Francis A. Ibiam, P.C., K.B.E., 
one of the nation’s outstanding Chris- 
tians. “No responsible person is 
happy about the inner state of our 
country. The Church has somehow 
lost much of her hold and influence 
upon men in these days.” 

In the massive Northern Region the 
whole pace of development has been 
much slower, and therefore material- 
ism has not made such inroads. This 
is due partly to the extreme conserva- 
tism of the predominantly Muslim 
people, and partly to the remoteness 
of the area. In many parts missions 
like the Sudan Interior, Sudan United, 
and Church of the Brethren have 
pioneered tribes before Western in- 
fluences made any impact. Open 
opposition produced small but strong 
churches. 

One of these tribes is the Kagoro, a 
warring people who had ensconced 
themselves in the rocky crags on the 
edge of Nigeria’s central plateau. In 
1927 the Sudan Interior Mission, which 
had established its first station in the 
Northern Region in 1901, sent a mis- 
sionary couple to Kagoro. In the face 
of extreme difficulties and persecution, 
converts were won and a church was 
established. Today six African pastors 
supervise the Kagoro church and 42 
outstation churches in the central dis- 
trict alone. Christian grade schools 
employ 42 teachers, and there are also 
a high school, teacher training school, 
and Bible schools. 

“We face different problems today, 
though,” states the Chief of Kagoro, 
Malam Gwamna, M.B.E. “These prob- 
lems—materialism, false prophets, and 
political division—are beginning to 
enter. They are hurting our church 
life more than the fierce persecution 
of former days.” 


+ Tue Chief of Kagoro is a leading 
member of the General Council of the 
Association of Evangelical Churches 
of West Africa, the indigenous body 
of the Sudan Interior Mission. He 
and other evangelical leaders are 
seeking to hold up a standard of Bible 
truth which will guide the young 
churches of Independent Nigeria. 

“We have lived for this day,” states 
the Rev. Albert D. Helser, Ph.D., Gen- 
eral Director of the Sudan Interior 
Mission, “when the National Church 
would come of age and witness boldly 
in an Independent Nigeria. Now we 
have the great responsibility of train- 
ing thousands more for the ministry of 
the Church, and of helping our breth- 
ren to reach areas which still are un- 
evangelized. May the Church of Christ 
in North America not fail them.”

Magnuson, meanwhile, seems to 
have a more agile, flowing delivery, 
perhaps the gentler of the two. Most 
of the fast right hand work is Magnu- 
son’s. 

The repertory is well-rounded, with 
a good mixture of hymns, gospel songs 
and one novelty selection. Sometimes 
I get the feeling that it’s too “worked 
out.” The arrangements are a little 
busy in spots. 

Some of the time the mood and 
text of the sacred music are observed 
and some of the time they are lost to 
technical strategy. Nevertheless, this 
album is top quality, with good piano 
mike pickup.

Dr. William Culbertson, MBI presi- 
dent and editor-in-chief of Moopy 
MontHLy, and Herbert Lockyer, Jr., 
Alumni Executive Secretary, are 
scheduled to be approximately at the 
mid-point of a two-month world-wide 
missionary tour by the time these 
pages appear in print. The trip will 
involve 30,000 miles of travel and at 
least 103 speaking engagements. 

The trip is being made at the official 
invitation of TEAM. Requests for 
ministry have also been received from 
China Inland Mission, Far Eastern 
Gospel Crusade, Far Eastern Broad- 
casting Company, the Evangelical Free 
Church, Wycliffe Bible Translators, 
Evangelical Fellowship of India, and 
the Melbourne Bible Institute of Mel- 
bourne, Australia. 

Beginning September 4, the Sep- 
tember itinerary included ministry in 
Hawaii, Japan, Korea, Formosa, Hong 
Kong and the Philippines with a 
scheduled arrival in New Guinea on 
September 27. September engage- 
ments include ministry to the fellow- 
ship of national pastors, educators and 
medical leaders, ministry three times 
daily to evangelical missionaries and 
English speaking nationals in Formosa 
and daily special broadcasts on the 
Far Eastern Broadcasting Company’s 
DZAS in the Philippines.

In Your Church 


Churches will find the new home 
study feature beginning in this issue 
an important help in their study pro- 
grams. Here are a few suggestions. 


1. Use to strengthen individual 
Christians. New Christians and others 
who need to engage in regular Bible 
study should be encouraged to under- 
take this study.

Our Need of God 
Psalm 42:1-11 


MEMORY SELECTION: Why art 
thou cast down, O my soul? and why 


| art thou disquieted within me? hope 


thou in God: for I shall yet praise him, 
who is the health of my countenance, 
and my God.—Psalm 42:11 


Keep in Mind 

1. Psalm 42 is attributed to the sons 
of Korah. We remember that Korah 
the Levite rebelled against Moses in 
the wilderness and was swallowed 
alive by the gaping earth, along with 
the others who joined his revolt. Ap- 
parently his sons learned from this not 
to rebel, for we find them in their suc- 
cessive generations faithfully serving 


| the Temple. 


known. 


2. The occasion of Psalm 42 is un- 
Some have referred it to 
David’s flight from Absalom, when he 
was temporarily cut off from the house 
of the Lord. Others refer it to the 
time of Hezekiah. The counterpart of 
the experience described is known to 
every saint, and that is the important 
thing about the psalm. 

3. Psalms 42 and 43 are manifestly a 
unit. Notice that 43 carries no title, 
so the title of Psalm 42 could well 
cover it. Moreover, it fits into the 
structure of the preceding psalm, like 
a third stanza. Each stanza has an 
almost identical refrain (42:5, 11; 
43:5). The difference lies in the fact 
that in Psalm 43 the psalmist is emerg- 
ing from the darkness and conflict of 
the earlier stanzas. 


Consider These Points 

Stanza I (42:1-5)—Confusion. Here 
are two verses of longing, two verses 
of mourning and, in the refrain, the 
psalmist’s first attempt to rise above 
his situation by a deliberate act of 
faith. Deprived of the privileges of 
the house of God, he feels that he is 
shut out from God Himself, and his 
soul thirsts with holy desire. Now 
here is a significant thought. The hart 
thirsts for, and finds full satisfaction 
in, water brooks, but the soul of man 
can be satisfied only in God. How- 
ever men may seek satisfaction else-

where, their thirst remains. But now 
the singer’s tears taunt him, inciting 
him to the sin of unbelief, while his 
remembrance of former days aggra- 
vates his present loss. Notice that the 
only glimmer of hope in this stanza is 
in the refrain, when the singer rebukes 
himself for his depression and sets his 
hope in God for ultimate help. 

Stanza II (42:6-11)—Conflict. This 
stanza is not as solidly dark as the 
first. The clouds are breaking, and 
there are more shafts of light. This 
may be due to the fact that, while in 
the first stanza the psalmist remem- 
bered experience (v. 4), here he 
remembers God (v. 6). In the place 
of his exile he sees his situation as 
God’s doing. The waves and billows 
are “thy waves and thy billows.” God 
is in control; therefore His loving- 
kindness will appear, and night will 
be broken with song. His skeptical 
question, “Where is thy God?” does 
not now come from his own bosom 
(v. 3), but from adversaries without 
(v. 10), and he can answer with the 
refrain of hope. 

Stanza III (43:1-5)—Conquest. Here 
the darkness flees after one last at- 
tempt to overwhelm the soul of the 
singer (v. 2). The stanza begins with 
a definite committal of the whole case 
to God, and before long the song has 
changed from a dirge to a rhapsody. 
Light, joy, praise are the new notes. 
The harp is no longer hung on the 
willow, but is tuned to the praises of 
God. The refrain is this time a repu- 
diation of useless mourning, and the 
adoption of hope as the fixed attitude 
of the soul. The outward condition 
has not changed. The tabernacles and 
the altar of God are still objects of de- 
sire. But the exile is rejoicing in God 
Himself. Here is victory. 


Apply These Truths 

1. In sixteen verses the interroga- 
tive “Why?” is repeated ten times, al- 
ways in pairs (42:5, 9, 11; 43:2, .3). 
Four of these are addressed to God 
and go unanswered. Six of them are 
addressed to the singer’s own soul and 
find answer in hope. It is much bet- 
ter to interrogate yourself than to 
interrogate God. Remember that God 
is always right, and you are always 
wrong until you fall in line with Him. 

2. Neither tears (42:3) nor ad- 
versaries (42:10) are a good witness 
for God. Believe God despite them.

Keep in Mind 

1. The Book of Psalms opens with a 
beatitude and ends with a doxology 
(Ps. 150). In between, the harp strikes 
many and varied chords. 
the experiences of the man of God, 
the last note is always praise. 

2. The first two psalms are anony- 
mous. Together they form a wonder- 
ful introduction to the Psalter. The 
first is law, and the second is prophecy, 
so they epitomize “the law and the 
prophets.” They both speak of Christ, 
for He is the Blessed Man who alone 
has completely met the description of 
Psalm 1 and He is the King of Psalm 2. 


Consider These Points 


1. The blessed man is different in 
his conduct (Ps. 1:1, 2). He is de- 
scribed to us negatively and positively. 
On the negative side he differs from 
the wicked in what he avoids—the 
counsel of the ungodly, the way of 
sinners and the seat of the scornful. 
These are three degrees in the down- 
ward trend. The ungodly leave God 
out of their counsels, depending only 
on worldly wisdom. The blessed man 
will not accept such counsel, for the 
omission of God is fatal, and he knows 
it. He follows rather the counsel of 
Proverbs 3:5, 6. Then he avoids the 
way of sinners. He will not stand 
around as a companion of those who 
deliberately transgress the law of God, 
knowing the danger of being involved 
in their evil deeds. Finally, he avoids

the seat of the scornful. He will have 
no part with those who have become | 
so set in their wickedness that they 
make sport of righteousness. 

In contrast to the ways of the | 
wicked and in order to keep himself | 
from them, the blessed man nourishes | 
his soul on the Word of God. It is a |} 
delight to his heart, and he gives his | 
mind to contemplation upon it at | 
every opportunity, even depriving 
himself of sleep in order to have | 
uninterrupted study of the sacred | 
volume. | 


2. The blessed man is different in 
his similitude (vv. 3, 4). “Like a tree 
. like the chaff.” That is the dif- | 
ference between the man of God and | 
the ungodly. The one is alive, and | 
the other is dead.

Their way of 
wilfulness and _ self-confidence, in 
which they boasted, perishes. They 
are found to be fools at last. 

4. The blessed man is different in 
his outlook (Rom. 12:1, 2). This pas- 
sage in the New Testament gives the 
secret of all that is stated in Psalm 1. 
The blessed man knows that true 
blessedness is found in “that good, and 
acceptable, and perfect wili of God.” 
Therefore, in order to assure himself 
of that blessedness, he refuses to yield 
his body as an instrument of sin, but 
presents it to God as an instrument of 
righteousness; he refuses to conform 
to the standards of this world, but 
seeks the transforming power of the 
Holy Spirit in the secret recesses of 
his mind, so that his life may be in 
conformity to the will of God. 


Apply These Truths 

1. The fruitful life is the life rooted 
in the Word of God. 

2. You cannot be conformed to this 


' world and transfigured into the image 


of Christ at the same time.

Keep in Mind 

1. This is one of thirteen psalms 
the designation Maschil, 
which seems to signify a song of in- 
struction (see verse 8). It is not diffi- 
cult to see the theme of instruction in 
this psalm—God our Saviour and our 
Guide. 

2. There is a remarkable relation

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seem to be connected with David's 
sreat sin. In Psalm 51 we see the 
royal penitent in the throes of anguish 
as the sinfulness of his sin bears in 
upon him.

4:6-8) to show 
that even in Old Testament times, 
righteousness did not come by the 
works of the law but on the basis of 
faith, being the gift of God’s grace.

Psalm 116 is one of the anonymous 
psalms.

Compositions of this royal | 
bard found their way into the liturgy | 
of the Temple, as is indicated in Isaiah 
38:20, and this psalm is suggestive of 
the same incident related in that chap- 
ter of the prophet. Both speak of 
recovery from an illness which threat- 
ened death, and both attribute the re- 
covery to God’s mercy. The psalm, 
however, has more of the spiritual 
triumph, as if the singer had had more 
time to weigh the experience and 
make the application.

Catholic Church. Decrees and papal en- 
cyclicals of the past are brought right 
up to date by such statements from the 
Vatican publication, Osservatore Romano, 
as “. .. the Pope is the sovereign of the 
Church; he is also the sovereign of every 
other society and of every other king- 
dom.” 

Or, as quoted from an official docu- 
ment of the Archdiocese of Los Angeles, 
dated August 15, 1958, “There is no con- 
flict between the dictates of the Cath- 
olic’s conscience and those of his Church 
—for its members’ consciences are actu- 
ally formed by the decrees of the 
Church.” 

But there is an American Roman 
Catholic interpretation that leans toward 
“the free exercise of religion.” It raises 


difficulties. How does it accord with the 
doctrine of papal infallibility? What 
about the attitude of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in present-day lands where 
Roman Catholics predominate? Recent 
“dead issues” that are really not dead 
include the question of allegiance to a 
foreign state, diplomatic representation 
at the Vatican and the matter of federal 
aid to parochial schools. 

Dr. Pike writes with a style that is 
scholarly and attractive. His attitude is 
objective, giving no impression of an axe 
to grind or any pet peeve. His thoughts 
are well-documented from historical as 
well as current sources. His aim is not 
to coerce but to cause his reader to think 
and to make his decisions on the basis 
of the facts presented. 

The reader will not consider himself 
pressured into any decision. Bishop Pike 
gives the impression of a man speaking 
thoughtfully and objectively about a 
very serious matter while remaining 
somewhat distant from it himself. This 
book should have wide reading in these 
crucial days.—Irvine Robertson 


The Holy Spirit 


THE WITNESS OF THE SPIRIT, by 
Bernard Ramm (Eerdmans, Grand 
Rapids, 140 pages, $3.00) 

HIS book deals exclusively with the 

internal witness of the Holy Spirit, 
which is called the testimonium, a word 
which is used 342 times in 130 pages. The 
following quotation will help define the 
word: 

“The difference between faith and un- 
belief is the presence or absence of the 
testimonium. Only the Holy Spirit can 
make the printed page the Word of Life; 
only the Holy Spirit can make the his- 
torical Christ a present person; only the 
Holy Spirit can make theological notions 
saving truths; and only the Holy Spirit 
can move the mind out of historical 
probability into divine certainty” (p. 96). 

Calvin’s and Luther’s contributions to 
this subject are touched upon, and a 
brief survey of theological reflections 
from the days of the early Church 
Fathers to the present time is made. 

Since “the Holy Spirit is the internal 
minister of the Word who speaks the 
compelling and persuasive word to the 
human heart,” Catholicism and Liberal- 


ism know not the testimonium. Ca- 
tholicism teaches that one gets to Christ 
by first submitting to the magisteriwm 
of the church, while Liberalism en- 
deavors to eliminate everything super- 
natural from the Christian faith. There 
is no word of God in the Scripture of 
religious liberalism and therefore no 
testimonium. 

Fundamentalism also comes in for 
criticism; the author claims that Funda- 
mentalism attributes an independent 
power to the words of Scripture separate 
from the Holy Spirit. “Fundamentalism 
does not treat the testimonium in a satis- 
factory and sustained manner .. . funda- 
mentalism has not truly interacted with 
the testimonium and therefore while 
fervent in its doctrine of the Holy Spirit 
it is usually deficient in its evaluation 
of the testimonium. Not being grounded 
properly in the testimonium, it replaces 
it functionally with a pietistic religious 
testimony.” 

The author then proceeds to give 
reasons why he thinks Fundamentalism 
represents a narrowing of the Christian 
faith theologically, educationally, socially

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Christian Education 


THE GOSPEL AND CHRISTIAN EDU- 
CATION, by D. Campbell Wyckoff 
(Westminster Press, Philadelphia, 191 
pages, $3.75) 

This thought-provoking volume was 
written particularly for those concerned 
with the theoretical and _ theological 
aspects of Christian education: pro- 
fessors and students in Christian educa- 
tion, pastors, directors of Christian edu- 
cation, program people, writers and 
editors. This is a subject of great interest 
among leaders striving to form a sound 
philosophy of Christian education. 

Dr. Wyckoff attempts in this volume 
to bring unity and consistency into what 
appears to be neo-orthodox or recon- 
structed liberal Christian education. 
Since theology cannot be separated from 
a sound theory of Christian education, 
the book is replete with theological refer- 
ences. These cannot be classified as 
representing evangelical and conserva- 
tive theology, that theology based on 
the Word of God as the final revelation 
and authority in faith and practice. 

In his desire to give unity to the think- 
ing of this group, Dr. Wyckoff sets forth 
what he calls a foundational principle by 
which all ideas dealing with aims, cur- 
riculum, organization and administra- 
tion can be tested for accuracy. This 
principle, he says, is centered around 
the “gospel,” which he defines as “God’s 
redeeming activity in Jesus Christ.” 

It was disappointing to discover in the 
chapter on the history of Christian edu- 
cation that many large evangelical ager- 
cies making a great contribution in 
Protestant Christian education were not 
mentioned, such as the National Sunday 
School Association, with approximately 
ninety affiliated denominations and the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Associa- 
tion, which distributed 53,643 leadership 
training texts for lay people last year 
and 639,755 texts since the group’s begin- 
ning in 1931. 

There are also the large Bible school 
and Bible college movement, including 
hundreds of institutions, and many extra 
church agencies, like Pioneer Girls, Boys 
Brigade, Sky Pilots, Campus Crusade, In- 
ter-Varsity Christian Fellowship, Youth 
for Christ, etc. These agencies are 
making a tremendous impact upon the 
Protestant world, and any author who 
presents a scholarly history of Christian 
education as related to the local church 
must recognize them. 

The book should be of interest to all 
evangelical Christian educators. It repre- 
sents the basic thinking today that is 
permeating Sunday School and other 
Christian education literature around 
the world. It seems to me that it is the 
responsibility of every evangelical Chris- 
tian educator to know what is happening 
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outside fundamental circles, especially in 
the area of neo-orthodoxy, which makes 
excessive use of evangelical terminology 
while connoting a much different mean- 
ing. 

Furthermore, this book may stimulate 
some evangelical Christian educator to 
| prepare a similar volume dealing with a 
theory and philosophy of Christian edu- 
| cation that is truly based on the eternal, 
never changing and authoritative Word

MISSIONARY

Drs pounded wildly, fireworks splashed 

an already jeweled sky, and thousands cheered 
as the flag of the newly independent African 
nation of Ghana shot up the pole. As history 
was being made, there was one who viewed it 
firsthand—the missionary journalist. 

In another part of the continent, Queen Elizabeth II 
laid a wreath at the grave of famous missionary 
Mary Slessor and the police fought to hold back 
the crowd. Again there was one not ten feet 
from her to get the story—the missionary journalist. 

In the rumbling tensions of South Africa, 
in the strife-torn territory of Congo, he will be 
there, watching history unfold and at the same time 
writing a little history of his own—a history of 
one of the most strategic ministries in the world, 
missionary journalism. 

His is not a message of nationalism; it is a message 
of independence from the power of sin and fear 
through Jesus Christ. Call him reporter, editor, 
writer or journalist, he is first a missionary, and his 
primary task is to spread the good news of 
salvation in Jesus Christ. 

The art and craftsmanship of this growing band 
of “typewriter missionaries” can be seen in the 
colorful, attractive and powerfully effective magazines 
produced on the foreign field and geared to reach 
the masses for Christ. Today that art and craftsmanship 
are well-known. Such magazines as African 
Challenge, Our Africa, Envol, Dengta and others 
are linked with the statistics of thousands the world 
over who have been influenced spiritually 
through their pages. 
















After the story is written and published, 
one further step must be taken—it must 
be distributed. Here, two couriers in 
South Africa receive last-minute instruc- 
tions before taking their precious cargo 
to readers in distant villages and cities 


This world congress of students at Ibadan, 
Nigeria, was also attended by the mis- 
sionary journalist. He not only got the 
story but left one—through copies of his 
magazine, tracts and by word of mouth— 
witnessing “where Christ was not named." 
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But behind every stick of type and 
every photograph is a person. A per- 
son flying deep into the jungles to get 
a story for page one; a person chasing 
Billy Graham’s motorcade down an 
Oriental road to get a fresh story on 
the famous evangelist’s crusade; a 
person being pushed and shoved and 
squeezed in a howling mob to get that 
independence story first hand; a per- 
son caught in a big political rally 
where racial tension runs high and 
trying not to hear the terrifying 
shouts of “White man, go home!” 
ringing in his ears; a person walking 
the corridors of a smelly, dark prison 
to get a story from an inmate who has 
come to know Jesus Christ; a person 
covering the news and sometimes 
risking life and limb to do it to lay the 
groundwork for the biggest news 
story of all—the news of a Saviour. 

This is the man behind the maga- 
zine, the missionary journalist. He is 
part of the most respected corps of 
people in the world—the press—but 
at the same time he represents the 
King of kings. 


+ What kind of rare bird is this mis- 
sionary anyway? 


Well, actually, not so rare. In high 
school he did better in English 
grammar and composition than in 


math or science, perhaps. In high 
school he liked people and was easy 
to talk to. He was active on the 
school paper and did a good share of 
the work on the school annual. He 
wasn’t always the smartest kid in 
class, but he could hold his own. What 
everyone knew and remembered him 
for was his ability to put together a 
composition that made . sense—and 
then some. 

Then something else happened to 
him that happens to many more like 
him. One night in Bible club some- 
one talked straight down the line on 
spiritual matters, and for the first time 
he put aside the doubts and the pro- 
crastinations. He received Jesus as 
his Saviour and Lord, and from then 
on his typewriter belonged to God and 
his stories rang with salvation truth. 

In college he majored in journalism. 
Why? Because he could report facts 
and make them interesting, something 
not everyone can do well. When he 
left college, he could have joined any 
number of journalistic projects and 
done well. Instead, he responded to a 
call to the foreign field, where jour- 
nalism was a strange art to most and 
not yet considered a full-fledged mis- 
sionary ministry. But he went, to put 
his typewriter and his gift for com- 
position to work for his Lord. 

Today he’s considered the com- 
mando of missionary enterprise. Why? 
Well, for one thing his ministry is one 
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of penetration, deeper penetration 
often than that of his missionary col- 
leagues, because he finds himself in 
places where the normal missionary 
ministry seldom if ever touches. 

At times he finds himself covering 
an exclusive session in the govern- 
ment house of one of many countries 
around the world. While he’s there 
getting a story, he leaves one. Either 
through copies of the magazine he 
represents or a fistful of tracts or by 
word of mouth, he leaves the gospel 
there “where Christ is not named.” 

Again his listing among the press 
gets him into the Governor-General’s 
mansion where hundreds of V.I.P.’s 
are present to honor the Queen’s 
birthday. While he gets the facts for 
his magazine, he gives out a few of his 
own. It may be to a Moslem leader 
in discussion on who is pre-eminent, 
Mohammed or Christ. Or it may be 
to a government official who is a 
sworn atheist. But whoever they are, 
they might not otherwise have been 
touched by the gospel. 

He’s a commando in other ways, too. 
In a few days his workmanship, the 
magazine, sweeps across hundreds, 
even thousands, of miles through cities 
and villages, market places, schools 
and homes. Ina few days his message 
is reproduced a thousand times over 
to reach the hearts of multitudes of 
readers. In swift, sharp thrusts his 
weapon sweeps through the country 
battering communism, striking at sin 
in society, exposing corruption, but at 
the same time driving home the 
message of the cross and reaping the 
souls who rise to the hope they see in 
Jesus Christ. 


+ But with all the victories and the 
joys, he knows the rigors of the min- 
istry as well. There are deadlines to 
be kept. Sometimes his greatest 
enemies are the clock and the calen- 
dar. He must produce copy—and 
produce it on time. He spends hours 
behind a typewriter working a story, 
boiling it down to fit the space, trying 
to get it allin. There are times when 
exhaustion blocks the free flow of 
expression, and words can’t be bought 
for all the money in Africa. 

And there are repetitions of that 
time in Africa with the story on the 
pagan chief who turned to Christ. It 
was a beautiful story. It filled all of 
page five. And it was easy to write, 
because stores of chiefs turning from 
their idols to Christ are always easy 
to write. 

But that moment after the magazine 
was ready to be run, long after the 
deadline was passed, the word came in 
that the pagan chief had a question 
mark over his testimony. Nothing 
serious. Just the weak steps of a new 





Christian trying to get all the skele- 
tons out of the closet. But it’s enough 
to cast doubt on the story. 

There are times, too, of frustration 
and heartbreak. The heartbreak of 
racing a hundred miles over bush road 
to get a story from a Christian political 
leader on tour—-only to arrive too late 
Sometimes his equipment falters and 
his staff car conks out halfway to a 
disaster scene. 

Then there are times of personal 
temptation and trial. He is, first of 
all, a representative of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, a Christian, and the Christian 
life is not any easier to live on the 
mission field than it is at home. 


+ But what keeps him going, then? 
Excitement, danger, thrills? Yes, 
that’s part of it. But what really 
keeps him driving day after day is 
that deep sense of joy and satisfaction 
that comes with his calling. It’s the 
joy of serving Jesus. 

When the day is over and the heavy 
tropical night pulsates with the drums 
and shrill orchestrations of tropical 
insects, he gains the real power to 
keep driving. 

For then there are the letters. Let- 
ters he hasn’t time to read in the busy 
course of a journalist’s day. Letters 
from people who have read what he 
has written in his magazine. Letters 
that express the hearts of boys and 
girls in school, of old mammies in 
market stalls who have just learned 
to read, of old men in the fields, of 
office workers, educators, politicians, 
university students, fishermen. 

And somehow, reading those letters, 
he’s not tired anymore. He forgets 
his aching feet. That brush with 
death, that unnerving day in that mob, 
those hours of work in the hot sun 
getting facts and finding stories some- 
how slip behind him—forgotten. 

Sitting there with those letters is 
enough. Those letters are God’s as- 
surance that what he’s doing is count- 
ing eternally in terms of lives. 

And so to bed. He lies there and 
stares up at the white canopy of his 
mosquito net thinking of tomorrow’s 
stories, tomorrow’s deadlines, and to- 
morrow’s souls to be reached. 


+ No, the missionary journalist is not 
a rare bird at all. His work may be. 
But he’s not. He’s a man with a job 
todo. A job of whipping the twenty- 
six soldiers of the alphabet into line. 
There he is—in the smoke of the 
world’s revolutions, in the midst of 
the world’s death and disaster, in the 
crowds of uncertain, confused and 
terrified mobs, getting a story and 
giving one—the missionary journalist. 
END 
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Pet let your high school coun- 
selor fool you! Flunking is an 

art that demands real dedica- 
tion! Why, some high school courses 
are so easy that it takes real brains 
to figure out how to flunk! 

But cheer up, teenager. In this arti- 
cle you'll learn the secrets of the 
master failures of the past. The ma- 
terial presented here was gathered 
from experts in the field as our survey 
teams visited various detention homes, 
night schools, hobo camps, juvenile 
institutions and the “slave gangs” at 
scattered construction projects. Each 
person we interviewed assured us that 
he travelled below C level while in 
high school. So you’re getting your 
information from the people who 
know the score. 

We’ve summarized these interviews 
into nine sure-fire secrets that will 
make a failure out of a valedictorian 
if practiced! 


1. Practice negative attitudes. There 
are some statements that, if they cross 
your mind, are bound to make you a 
success. Avoid them! The moment one 
of the following attitudes gets a toe- 
hold in your mind, you are headed 
for success. 

“My grades today are helping de- 
termine my future tomorrow.” 

“Better grades will mean a better 
chance to get into the college of my 
choice, and not second-best.” 

“My grades are writing my pay- 
check for the future!” 
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“Better grades would make me a 
better testimony.” 

We could add to the list, but you 
get the idea I’m sure. Instead of posi- 
tive attitudes about studies, develop 
several negative ones. For example: 

“I’m a poor student, so there’s no 
sense trying.” 

“TI can always copy my work from 
others and get by.” 

“It’s not what you know but who 
you know that counts.” 

“No sense planning any 
Things change too fast.” 

Attitudes like these breed all kinds 
of vermin that will invade your mind 
and heart and make you a certain 
failure. 


goals. 


2. Don’t follow a schedule. Doing 
things in a helter-skelter way is a 
lot more fun than being bound to a 
daily schedule. Schedules only rob 
you of fun and a lot of excitement 
with the gang. 

Take Gary, for example. He has a 
definite time each day for school work 
and even uses his time in study hall to 
do homework! (Everybody knows 
that homework is supposed to be done 
at home!) We also understand that 
Gary takes time on week-ends to re- 
view and do advance assignments. He 
misses out on a lot of social life with 
the gang at the Sugar Bow! after 
school, and has even been known to 
turn down party invitations before 
exams. 

One of our interviewers talked to 
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Gary by mistake, and it’s easy to see 
that studies have made him a bit un- 
balanced. He’s claiming that, since he 
set up his schedule, he has more free 
time, and that he enjoys it more be- 
cause he doesn’t have to worry about 
assignments. We don’t believe it! 


3. Keep yourself distracted when 
you study. If you have a room of your 
own, don’t use it when you study. 
Stake out a claim in the busiest sec- 
tion of the living room or family room. 
Do your studying the hi-fi way, with 
the TV to your right and the radio or 
phonograph to your left. Train your 
dog or cat to jump on your lap every 
three minutes, and let your friends 
know they can phone you. A stack of 
recent magazines nearby will distract 
you as will a handy refrigerator 
(filled) and a large picture window 
overlooking the street. Avoid concen- 
tration, because you might acciden- 
tally learn something. 


4, Never take notes. This applies to 
your own reading (if you do any) as 
well as to lectures. The teacher rarely 
says anything worth writing down 
anyway, and most of what you're 
supposed to know is in the book. (The 
fact that you don’t read the book 
either makes flunking that much 
easier! ) 

If you do take notes, just for the 
sake of appearance, then write illegi- 
bly, use abbreviations that mean 
nothing twenty minutes later, and 
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for the particular field

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above all else, don’t outline anything! 
Outlines make learning too easy and 
all honor students use them. 


5. Never review. Successful students 
review each subject at least once a 
week and strengthen their weak 
points. Don’t you dare! A successful 
failure never reviews. In fact, if you 
follow the principles we’ve already 
given, you won't have anything to 
review! 


6. Do the easy assignments first. 
This way you always have the difficult 
assignments staring you in the face 
and making you so miserable you 
can’t do anything well. Always keep 
several major assignments (like term 
papers and book reports) undone so 
you can worry about them first thing 
in the morning, get upset thinking 
about them during the day, and lie 
| awake worrying about them at night. 
‘If you do the big, important assign- 
ments first, you'll only build up self- 
confidence and peace of mind, and you 
can never be a failure that way. 





7. Keep your notebook, locker and 
desk messed up. Confusion is a uni- 
versal characteristic of successful 
failures, so don’t be different. If you 
keep your subjects carefully divided 
in your notebook (as the honor stu- 
dents do), you'll find your work too 
easily and might accomplish some- 
thing. Never keep separate pages for 
assignments, either; just trust your 
memory. Successful failures work 
hard to keep things in chaos as much 
as possible. Mix things up in your 
notebook, too. That way nobody will 
be able to find your “work” and copy 
it. I know the Bible says, “Let all 
things be done decently and in order” 
(I. Cor. 14:40), but if you try hard, 
you can forget it. 


8. Don’t get too spiritual. If you start 
praying about your school assign- 
ments, chances are you'll start suc- 
ceeding; so keep prayer out of your 
education. Stay away from your Bible, 
too. You might run into verses that 
will bother you, like: “Study to show 
thyself approved unto God...” (I 
Tim. 2:15), or “Whether therefore ye 
eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do 
all to the glory of God” (I Cor. 10:31), 
| or “So then every one of us shall give 
| account of himself to God” (Rom. 
| 14:12). Reading the Bible will just 
upset you and change your values, 
and before you know it, you’ll want 
to be a successful student. 





9. Get yourself a car. Do this if 
everything else fails. Surveys indicate 


that high schoolers who drive their 
own cars usually pay for it when 
grades come out. The only thing grade 
A about them is what’s in the gas 
tank! 


There are several reasons. For one 
thing, if you own a car, you have to 
work to pay for it, and this takes time, 
time that could be wasted on studies. 
Also, you’ll have a lot more social 
life (and more friends) with your 
own car. It’s more fun to peel down 
the boulevard than it is to pore over 
the books! 


+ WELL, those are my suggestions. 
Let me add one word of warning: 
all of this sounds easy, but it’s much 
harder to flunk than to pass! It’s 
harder on you, for one thing, because 
God’s will for your life is that you 
succeed. Now, you don’t have to suc- 
ceed if you don’t want to; but don’t 
cry over the wonderful things you'll 
miss by steping out of God’s will. It'll 
be hard on you, too, when you go to 
enroll in a college or trade school, or 
when you apply for a job. But that’s 
the price you have to pay to be a 
successful failure. 

It’s even tougher when you get 
older, because then your mate and 
children start to suffer. There’s a lot 
you'd like them to enjoy, but you can’t 
get a better job. Don’t cry! Just think 
about all the fun you had in high 
school and you’ll lose the blues. Being 
dedicated to the cause of flunking, 
you’re willing to let others suffer 
along with you. It’s only fair. 

Good luck, teenage friend, as you 
start practicing these tested secrets 
of successful flunking! Come what 
may, never forget our slogan: “If at 


first you don’t succeed, don’t try 
again! You might pass!”

E was a neat-appearing, sharp high 

school senior, and the seventy- 
some kids at the Voice of Christian 
Youth Club at Lincoln High, Tacoma, 
Wash., listened carefully as he spoke 
at their morning meeting. 

“Hi! I’m Dave Burton from Wilson 
High, and this is the first time I’ve 
ever talked at anything like this. Be- 
lieve me, it’s a lot different from get- 
ting up in front of a speech class! 

“I’m here to tell you about the most 
wonderful Friend I’ve ever had— 
—Jesus Christ. A few months ago, I 
would never have been in a meeting 
like this, let alone speaking . . .” 


+ He was right. A few months back, 
God, the Bible and Christ meant 
nothing to Dave. He was too busy liv- 
ing strictly for himself and being in- 
terested in his own problems—and 
they were big problems. 

Dave’s home life had never been 
stable and, as a result, he had simply 
grown up without settling down. He 
had unrest at home, trouble at school 
and frustration nearly everywhere 
else. 

His parents arranged to enroll him 
in an exclusive military academy, 
hoping the discipline and _ control 
would help straighten him out. 

“Tt just wasn’t the answer,” Dave 
says. “They put a nice uniform on you, 
work you hard and teach you to say 
‘yes, sir’ and ‘no, sir’ to your elders. 
The whole thing is very impressive on 
the surface, but it doesn’t change any- 
thing underneath. I got to know those

Prayer is next. Then the Scripture 
reading. Then announcements and 
offering (taken on a hymnbook), fol- 
lowed possibly by a special musical 
number, in case someone got around 
to asking someone else to provide one. 
And finally, the message. 

An exaggerated picture? Hardly. It 
happens every week in hundreds of 
| youth groups all over the country. 

But it need not! Certainly there 
° are only a dozen or so basic elements 
New Amazing Youth Hymnal that make up a youth meeting. But 
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use of them will assure interesting, 
Write NOW! appealing and _ spiritually helpful 
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+ Let’s consider one easy-to-follow 
guiding principle that will add new 
life and sparkle to any youth meeting. 

Try concentrating for one _ full 
month on: introducing variety into 
your programs. There are two ways 
in which this can be done: by varying 
the order of your meeting every week, 
and by varying the nature of the indi- 
vidual program features. 

A successful youth worker, who in- 
spired me more than any other to find 
a life-long ministry among youth, said 
frequently, “Every meeting doesn’t 
have to begin with a hymn and a 
prayer.” 

How true! And how simple a first 
step it suggests to improvement of 
youth meetings. 

First, vary the order, and that from 
the very start. Consider the possibili- 
ties. You can open your meeting with 
an unannounced vocal solo; an unan- 
nounced reading; a number provided 
by a trumpet trio or any other instru- 
mental ensemble your group may 
have or can develop; an unannounced 
Scripture reading; a dialogue; a sur- 
prise feature—something entirely new 
for your group, perhaps a brief talk, a 
gospel magic feature, a ventriloquist; 
lively announcements of coming ac- 
tivities; a surprise interview with 
some outstanding Christian layman, 
missionary or Christian worker in 
your town. 

Spend time with your youth worker 
and other organizational members to 
make meeting openings different, and 
you'll find the results most gratifying. 

Then, give special thought to varia- 
tions in the lineup of your features. 
List the basic elements of your meet- 
ings—song service, special music, 
Scripture reading, prayer, announce- 
ments, offering, quiz, Bible drill, dis- 
cussion or message. See how many 
purposeful combinations are possible. 
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Frequent change just in the order | 
will in itself bring renewed interest. | 


+ But this is only the beginning. Even 
more gratifying results can be ob- 
tained by varying the individual fea- 
tures of each meeting. Study these 
features separately and determine 
what should be done to give them new 
life and sparkle. 

Take the song service, for example. 
Do you use one song leader all the 
time? Why not try some others? If 
you don’t have them, train them. 

Do you have all your singing at one 
time during the meeting? Why? Try 
to use music at different times. 

Do you sing only the first and the 
last stanzas? Or stanzas one, two and 
four? Try the whole song sometime 
and stress the message that is incom- 
plete without all of the stanzas. 

For further variety, ask the fellows 
to sing one verse, the girls another, a 
soloist the third and the whole group 
still a fourth. 

What about your Scripture reading? 
Always done the same way? Nothing 
wrong with that way, perhaps, but 
wouldn’t you enjoy a little variation? 

Instead of one reader for the entire 
passage, try “reading around” with 
several up front taking part. What 
about a responsive reading—leader 
and group or fellows and girls. 

Suppose you ask one person to 
memorize the passage for next week’s 
meeting. That would be a blessing to 
the one who does it, as well as to the 
entire group. 

Variety is even possible when you’re 
making announcements. In fact, an- 
nouncements can be so _ interesting 
that the group will actually look for- 
ward to them each week. 

Try publicity playlets (one-minute 
dialogues that announce coming ac- 
tivities cleverly); interviews; an- 
nouncements coming out of nowhere 
at unexpected times by way of the 
p.a. system; newscasts; pantomimes. 
These are a few ideas. Your group can 
think up lots more. 

Similar treatment might be applied 
to all the parts of the program—spe- 
cial music, prayer, message and even 
the offering. 


+ OF course, it goes without saying 
that variety should not become an end 
in itself! All that’s done to make your 
meetings more appealing should be 


done to glorify the Lord Jesus Christ | 


through the salvation, blessing, edifi- 
cation and training of your members. 

Such purposes can be accomplished 
more effectively through meetings 
that are alive and appealing. And one 
of the best ways to do that is through 
a studied, prayerful and ingenious 
drive for variation. END

See how Paul says he 
treated his body in I Corinthians 9: 27. 
What does he do to it, and what does 
he bring it into? Put in your own 
words just what you think he means. 

Is there some way in which you 
need to exercise stricter control of 


vour body? Is it in any way tending | 


to draw you away from Christ? 

The purpose of this sanctification of 
the body is given in Philippians 1:20. 
What does Paul hope will happen in 
his body? What do you think he 
means by this? How far is this hap- 
pening so far in your body? 

God therefore plans that your body 


should be a vehicle of the beauty | 


and purity of Christ. Is this the end 
of the body’s tasks? Has God finished 
with it when it dies and goes to the 
srave? Not at all! 


+ YOUR BODY AND ITS GLORIFICATION. 
Yes, even greater things are in store. 


See Philippians 3:20, 21. In this life, | 


at best, our bodies can only imperfect- 
ly reflect the beauty of Christ; but one 
day they will be perfectly glorified. 

When will this happen (v. 20)? Who 
will come and do it? See in verse 21 
what He will do. “Vile” means hum- 
ble, earthly or lowly. You will see that 
it is going to be changed and re- 
fashioned. What will it be “like unto”? 

Christ, you see, did not abandon 
His human body after Calvary. That 
same body was resurrected with great 
glory, and is now ascended to the 
right hand of God. Our bodies will 
one day be like His. 

This means that at the resurrection 
day our bodies will be the same ones 
as now, but, as it were, completely 
remade and re-modeled. (You will 
find the same truth in different words 
in I Cor. 15:42-44.) They will share 
His glory. 

You realize, of course, that this 
destiny only awaits those who in this 
life have trusted in Christ. You will 














find the destiny of the bodies of the | 
unsaved in Matthew 5:29, at the end | 


of the verse. What is it? 

Let us join the apostle Paul in his 
earnest desire that “Christ shall be 
magnified in my body, whether it be 
by life, or by death.” END
